This 
hostile feeling is aggravated by the tone of 
the foreign journals of Yokohama, aud of 
many of the merchants there, who speak of 
the Japanese in the t opprobrious lan- 
guage. There are oreign merchants 
in Yokohama for whom the Japanese have 
great respect, and these gentlemen express 
the more moderate views which, it is hoped, 
will prevail in theend.

The Stein Sensation at Iowa City End- 
od with a Horrible Triple Crime. 
Svecital Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Iowa City, la, Nov. 5.—lowa City has 
been the scene of an unusually large number 
of sensations recently. ‘Today a triple trag- 
edy was enacted. A man named A, Stein 
murdered his wife in cold blood, nearly 
murdered his mother-in-law, and then 
dropped dead himself, whether from the et- 
fects of poison or from heart-disease is un- 
known. Stein’s troubles have been much 
before the public, and have been so unusual 
and often lugicrous that the entire commu- 
nity had grown interested in them. Ile was 
an unusually bright and intelligent Polish 
Jew, not long in this country. He 
met at Cedar Rapids, a year ago, a very 
handsome widow named Mrs. Loering, who 
had a good-sized fortune, and for ewhom 
Stein formed a deep and genui:e infatuation. 
lle married the woman and settled in this 
city, to which his wife’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hess, also removed, and then the 
trouble began. The mother-in-law disliked 
Stein, and Mrs. Stein, who had not led her 
furmer husband a happy life, combined to 
make it unpleasant for Stein, and he fell to 
drinking and

Finally his wife left him. andafew weeks 
later -he threw the city into a whirl of ex- 
citement by trying to abduct her. Mrs. Stein 
applied for a divorce, and Stein was run out 
of town by the officers. He returned to the 
city a few days ago, and this morning ended 
the entire trouble. About 9o0’clock this morn- 
ing Dr. Shroder drove up to the brewery 
of Mr. Simon Hotz, his objeet being to dress 
Mr. Hotz’s burns, received iu the late fire at 
his residence.

pushed past him into the back room, and 
there found 
MRS. STEIN 
dying on the floor, with a terrible gash in her 
throat from which the current of her life 
was fast flowing. Ataglance he saw that 
she was dying, rnd, as he knelt beside her, 
she gave a few short gasps and breathed her 
last. Dr. Lytle, who had been with Mr. 
lielz, arrived upon the scene with bandages, 
etc., but it was then too late, and Stein him- 
self had suddenly fallen in the front room. 
As he had a pisted in his hand the impression 
gained ground that he had shot himself, 
but an examimation revealed the fact 
that he must lItve taken poison, and 
life had been prafonged just sufficiently to 
allow him to commit the deed before it took 
effect, and 
HE FELL DEAD. 

The scene was a horrible one. In the front 
room lay the body of the murderer, in the 
kitchen that of his wife, while Mrs. Hess, his 
mother-in-law, had been taken to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Baslinagle, on the corner. Mr. 
IIess lost control of himself, and, in the hor- 
ror of his sad bereavement,-was wild with 
grief. Dr. Gillett, who had also arrived, 
assisted the other physicians in making 
amore thoroughgexamination, and it was 
found that Stein had stab d his wife in 
several places. Both breasts had several 
gashes upon them. There wis a gash upon 
the left breast. and a sligh cut across both 
knees.

DR. LYTLE R 
was interviewed shortly after leavimg- the 
house, and he said that asheentered the 
house with Mrs. Hess, he holding his hand 
ever the wound in her ‘throat, he’ saw 
Stein in the same position in which 
he was described by Dr. Shrader, standing in 
the door flourishing a revolver.

The Liquor War in Nebraska Bringing 
Forth Assasinse—The Murder of Col, 
Smith. 

Omana. Neb., Nov. 5.—All Omaha was 
startled this morning by the announcement 
in the morning papers that Watson B. Smith, 
Clerk of the United States Court, had been 
found murdered at about 2 o’clock this 
morning at his vffice door in the third story 
of the United States Court-House. Col. 
Smith not coming home last night at the 
usual hour, his mother became anxious con- 
cerning him, and called on Dr. Moore, a near 
neighbor, to go and look for him down-town. 
The Doctor telephoned to druggist Kuhn 
about 2 0’clock tu go to Col. Smith’s office 
and see if he was there, as he 
bad been complaining of being sick. 
Kuhn did so, and found Col. Smith lying 
dead upon the floor in the hall, in a pool of 
blood, with a bullet-hole in his head. 

THE ALARM WAS GLVEN, 

and investigation was begun. A revolver of 

a large calibre was found gticking in his left 

pantaloons-leg, near the foot, with the butt- 

end exposed. His key was still in his door, 
which he was about to shut up on departing. 

The door was partly open. Two letters 

which he had written, directed, and 

stamped were on the floor at his 
feet, as they had fallen from his 
hand. It was apparent that he in- 
tended to mail them down-stairs 
in the post-office as he should leave the 
building. His hat was on the back of his 
head, full of blood. He had turned out the 
gas in his office, and the murderer probably 
turned out the gas in the hall, and laid in 
wait for him, and, as he was about to close 
his door, put a revolver to his head and fired, 
striking above the left temple, the ball

and landing on the floor. The revolver that 
was found did not belong to Col. Smith, 
which explodes all théory of suicide. Every- 
thing shows that the deceased had no idea of 
the kind, but that he was preparing to go 
home. His own two revolvers were found at 
his home. At the Coroner’s inquest today 
several threatening letters were produced. 

Col. Smith was a promihent temperance 

man, and had taken an active part to enforce 

the Slocumb Liquor law, compelling saloons 
to pay $1,000 license. Ile also caused the 
saloons to close on Sunday. For some time 
past a bitter feeling has existed toward him 
on the part of some Ifquor men on this ac- 
count. Letterscontaining threats came from 
that source, and are ffiiainous productions.

Excitement in New Orieans Over a Suit 
by Esposito, the Italian Brigand.

New On xANs. La. Nov. 5.—Guiseppe 
Esposito Randazzo, now in Palermo, Italy. 
but formerly a resident of New Orleans, 
where he was known by the name of Antonio 
Costanzo, has, through his attorneys, insti- 
tuted sult against Angelo Cusimano, a 
wealthy Italian fruit-importer, for the sum 
of $10,000.

Accident to a Horsethief.

It is becoming quite evident that the ad- 
vance in east-bound freight rates to the basis 
of 20 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New 
York, cannot be maintained, and that before 
many days have passed east-bound freight 
rates will again take a tumble. Very little 
new business has thus far been shipped at 
the new rates, although the blockades on 
mos of the roads have been removed, and 
several of them have plenty of cars. 
Most of the business taken during the past 
week was such as had been contracted be- 
fore the new rates, and as the old contracts 
will hardly last longer than the end of this 
mouth the railroads will either be compelled 
to reduce the rates again by that time or 
they will have to be content with a very 
small amount of business. Last week’s 
statement of east-bound shipments shows a 
falling off from the previous week, and here- 
after, if the present rates are kept 
up, the decrease-in business will be- 
come more serious from week to week. 
That the shipments to Eastern seaboard 
points are so light at present, is not at- 
tributed by the roads to the advance in rates 
made a week ago, but they claim that it is 
due to the fact that there is no demand in 


) the East for grain or provisions. Even ad- 


mitting this to be true, it shows that the 
present freight rates are higher than the 
prices of grain and provisions will warrant, 
and that shippers cannot pay the additional 
freight without losing money. A Went 
rate on grain from Chicago to New 
York would not be too high under 
ordinary circumstances, and it would leave 
but a very small margin of profit to the 


roads. But when the prices in the East and 
Ew ope are lower or as low correspondingly 
as they are in the West, freight rates must be 
made very low, even if it be a losing rate, to 
induce business to go forward. The best 
proof that the present rates cannot be main- 
tained, if the railroads mean do a 
considerable amount of ousiness, is 
furnished by fact that the lake lines 
have not been able to advance rates 
when the .railroads did, although 
an advance would have been as desirable to 
them as to the roads. Vessels made charters 
last week for corn to Buffalo at one cent per 
bushel, while in former years at this season 
of the year they could readily obtain four to 
five cents per bushel. After the close of 
navigation, which will be in about two 
weeks at the most, the railroads might be 
able to malntain a ent rate—as the busi- 
ness which has to go forward is coumelled 
to take these ines—if * were 
united. as formerly. But as long as 
the railroads eontinue to be at loggerheads 
and each one acts indepeudently, there will 
be such competition among them as to make 
it impossible to keep up a uniform rage, and 
the roads will take business when they need 
it, at whatever figure they can get it. The 
late advance in rates was simply made as an 
experiment, and indicates that the roads 
have become.sick of fighting, but no matter 
how sick they are they cannot stop the ht 
as long as casus belli for which this 
war has been commenced not u set- 
tled. And a settlement ot the difficulties is 
no nearer now it was when the 
war was commenced. Vanderbilt 
still insists that before making peace, or enter- 
ing into n for peace, the Penusy!- 
Vania and ltimore & Ohio shall a to 
make the rates to Philadelphia and tim 
the same as to New York. ‘The latter just 
determinately resist such a demand, and 
claim that they could not make peace on 
such terms even if they desired to do so, as 
the merehants and shippers at Philadelphia 
and Baltimore would not stand it. Vander- 
bilt is no doubt well aware of the fact that 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio 
people will not and cannot make 
peace on such terms, and it looks aecidedly 
us it the object for which heclaims to be 
contending is not the one which he means

A HIGH-PRICED ARTIST. 

Mme. Adelina Patti, the prima donna, has 
returned to this country, after an absence of 
twenty-two years, and the first announce- 
menf which she makes to the American pub- 
lie, through her accredited business agent, is 
that her services are worth now about twenty- 
two times what they were then. She is to 
give ten concerts in New York and thirty 
more in other. cities, two or three of which 
will be given in-Chicago early in the spring, 
and then in May she will return to Europe, 
hoping to take back a small fortune with her, 
The scale of prices for her concerts in Stein- 
way Hall is as follaws: Floor, first row, sec- 
ond to fifth row. facing stage (which are the 
| poorest seats in the house for hearing), $10— 
| showing that she expects to get this exorbi- 

tant price for seeing rather than hearing her;

Is Adelina Patti’s singing worth this exor- 
. bitant price? No. She has been absent 
| from this country twenty-two years; and, 
as she was a young prima donna already 
| singing in opeta when she went, it does not 

require a very involved sum in mathematics 
to show that the best part of her life has al- 

ready been consumed—that is, the best part 
of her professional life. She cannot any 


longer be an artist in the freshness and 
bloom of her career, however great she still 
may be, and the inference is obvious that she 
depends not alone upon her vocal attain- 
| ments, but also upop her European reputa- 
| tion, to draw these immense prices from the 
| pockets of curious Americans, and upon the 
| weakness of Americans, which amounts al- 
| most te a mania, for running after 


well-advertised sensations, as was sig- 
nally shown in the craze to see Sarah 
Bernhardt, who was only a talented artist, | 
and was second to some American actresses 
in real ability. Again, it is to be remembered | 
| that Mme. Patti is to appear in concert, not 
| in opera. If the public were promised the 
opportunity to see her in her operatic roles, 
at the head of a strong troupe, with other 
| prominent artists tlustered about her, there 
| might be some little defense for these exorbi- 
tant prices, though even then there could be 
no excuse for paying them. She comes here 
_inconcert. She will sing at the most two 
| songs in an evening, and perhaps in one 
concerted number, occupying fifteen or 
twenty minutes of her golden time, and for 
thie condescension she proposes to charge 
more than three times as much as 
we are charged to hear grand opera 
performed by troupes with five or 
six artists of world-wide reputation. 
She has associated with herself a troupe 
composed of artists entirely unknown in this 
country, even by reputation, a trick often 
performed by first-class artists who d€sire to 
secure all the glory for themselves by ap- 
pearing with second-rate people who can be 
obtained very cheaply, thus increasing the 
profits. : 
The truth is that Mme. Patti has come 
this country simply to make money and to 
make just as much of it as she can in the} 
shortest space of time. just as Bernhardt did, 
only she has had more audacity than any 
other artist in fixing the scale of her prices. 
She cannot return an equivalent for these 
| prices, because she is not worth the money. 
We have no disposition to decry the 
fame of Mme. Patti or to Delite 
her reputstion. Sne is a great artist, 
and bas Ween supreme in her position 
many years, but she is not worth the money, 
nor can she earn it, nor can any other artist, 
even on the operatic stage. It is simply a 
gross imposition, and should be treated as 
such. Had she returned to this country and 
charged reasonable prices, she would un- 
questionably have received a welcome and 
patronage amounting to something like an 
ovation, for the American people feel that 
she belongs to them, and they are very proud 
of her position as an artist, but rapacity of 
this sort would indicate that she is fonder of 
the people’s pockets than of the people them- 
selves, and that money rather than art is the 
object of her visit. Our dispatches indicate 
that the people of New York City do not pro- 
pose to pay such prices and deem them exor- 
bitant. The people of every other city where 
she intends to sing should take the same 
view of them and make the same refusal.

ETHICAL TEACHING. 


by Dr. Thomas Before the 
Philosophical Society. 

The Philosoptical Society bad a very pleasant 
and instructive meeting last evening at Fair- 
vank Hail, the President, J. W. Ela, in the chair. 
The lecture of the evening was by the Kev. H. 
W. Thomas on Ethical Teaching in the Public 
Schools.“ Dr. Thomas began witha short dis- 
quisition on ethics and ethical culture, which 
be maintained was as important to civilization 
as the culture of art or the sciences. The first 
writers on ethics referred the origin back to 
the Bible, or farther still to God. This 


introduced the question of the .- 

in the public ools. The lecturer 
thought it probable that there would 
be svoneror later a reaction in this matter, 
which might be — 2 aided, if not 
bastenéd, by a combined and judicious action 
tuwards repiacing the hible in u moditied form 
in the public schvois. A committee from ali the 
ctty churctes might be appointed to carry out 
the . The Doctor confessed that the Bi- 
ble was open to objection as a sehvol book, but 
ne proposed to fill its pigte with a Book of 
Morals, containing selectiors from both the Old 
and New Testaments. aud be was liberal enough 
to admit into his book selections from the Pagan 
writers. Zorvasterj Confucius, and Buddha. 
The sthools were arge enough, and the new 
study would require no additional outlay. The 
public school, be maintained, was the place of 
all others fur the infusion of ethics into the 
minds of the rising generauon. Etties were 
taught to the public schvol children of the pres- 
ent day by their teachers, to whom the leeturer 
paid a very bigh compliment, but he was in fa- 
vor of a more systematic training botb for the 
pupil and tor the instructor. For the former he 
prescribed a simplitied book of morals in the 
very primary grades. 

Dr. Thomas’ project was criticised Prof, 
Bruomell, a public-school teacher, Prof. Rodney 
Welch, a weber of the Board of Education, 
and by Judge C. B. Waite. Cul. A. N. Waterman 
argued in favor of the lecturer's proposition, and 
inaintuined that it was impossible, taking his 
own children as 4 standard of excellence, to in- 
fuse too much cthicul culture into the cew gen- 
eration. Prot. Welen stated that the average 
term of a pupil was 400 days of tive hours each— 
so short a space of time that it was barely pos- 
sible fur the pupil to learn to read and write and

study could be eliminated, undet these circum- 
stunces, to make way for the new one. 

Dr. Tuomas in rebuttal argued that some of 
the publie- school studies, notably geograpby 
and the History of the United States, might be 
greatly simplified, and that the time thus saved 
might be utilized with the greatest benefit in 
ethical studies, It was the one great way, he 
claimed, to reduce crime.

THE ROW AT BELMULLET. 
Special Cable. 

Dunit, Nov. 5.—The following are the 
facts in the Belmullet affray: There is no 
doubt that stones were thrown, but the in- 
juries of the police were most trivial. The 
Ilead Constable sdys he was struck 
‘three times, but he is not in any way 
hurt. Several other policemen say they were 
hit, but of the entire force only two sub- 
constables from Ballina have been in the 
smallest degree incapacitated for duty. One 
of the injured censtables was struck on the 
Jeg and lained somewhat. The other receiveda 
blow on the chest. Notwithstanding that 
the detachment party charged with fixed 
bayonets and fired about thirty charges of 
buckshot over the heads of the crowd, which 
numbered 400 or 500, only a few straggling 
pellets took effect. 

’ THE BAYONET WOUNDS OF ONE am. 
have terminated fatally, and an inquest will 
be held on Monday. Oneold woman, through 
whose larynx a few-grains passed, may re- 
cover under skillful treatment, but her age 
makes this doubtful. Several other people 
have been injured, but, through fear of 
arrest, they concealed their wounds. 

ALARMING REPORTS 
have since been published respecting further 
rioting at Belmullet. It is stated that dis- 
turbances have been renewed. The people 
having attacked the barracks, were fired 
upon by the police; who killed two 
persons and wounded twenty othets. 
The arrests number over thirty, all 


of whom were sent to Castlebar Jail under 


a strong escort. A force of military has 
been sent from Ballina to quell the riots. 
The police are being drafted in from all 
quarters, and the workhouse is converted 
inte barracks for the police and soldiers.

_ THE GOOD FAITH OF THE LAND COURT. 
Swectal Cable. 

Lonpon, Nov. 5.—Smaliey’s special says: 
The [rish Land Court has given during the 
past week unequivocal indications of the 

Spirit in which it intends to admiuister the 
Land act. Justice O’Hagan’s definition of a 
fair rent is such a rent as will enable 
the tenant to live and thrive. This 
was laid down at the opening of the court, a 
fortnight ago, and has singe been applied by 
the Assi stant Commissioners at Belfast with 
startiing results to the rents on the Craw- 
ford estate, and on the Corn Money 
Tenant Estate of Dundonald, both of 
which may de called rack-rented. 
In Seth the rent was reduced an average of 


' one-third all round. The Commissioners 
expressly said that neither estate had been 


managed with the liberality expected or 

usual with Trish landlords; hence tee reduc- 
tion is greater than the probable average. But 
these cases affordan example of what will 
happen to rack-rented estates generally. In 
both cases the Commissioners personally ex- 
amined minutely the properties. There is no 
reason to suppose that their decision will be 
reversed if appeaied from. nor is an appeal 
expected. The decision of the same Commis- 
sion respecting improvements is 
REGARDED AS STILL MORE FORMIDABLE 

e TO THE LANDI onps. 

It substantially declares that improvements 
shall be presumed to have been made by the 
tenant unless the landlord can prove the 
contrary. <This reverses completely the 
presumption supposed to have been 
created by the act, and shifts the burden 
of proof to the landlord, disregarding even 
express contracts between landlord and ten- 
ant, under which the improvements became 
the landlord’s property. The result is that, 
in fixing a judicial rent, such improve-

A SYNDICATE TO BUY UP IRISH LAND. 


Hable. 
Lonrpon, Nov. 5.—Jennings’ special says: 
It is more than whispered in certain leading 


‘clubs that a combination has been formed of 


leading Radical and Liberal capitalists to 
take advantage of the rulings under 
the Irish Land bill, which are al- 
ready depressing the value of land- 
ed property in Ireland. The plan 
is to pick up Irish properties quietly here 
and there as fast as they are thrown on the 
market by the disheartened and disgusted 
proprietors, and a powerful syndicate, repre- 
sented by a well-known West End, banking- 
house, is understood to be now engaged 
in this operation. Mr. John Bright, 
who long ago expressed his belief in the 
feasibility of making Lreland a great field for 
agricultural speculation, is said to be largely 
interested in the scheme. When, 
THOUGH A SLIP OF THE TONGUE, 
Mr. Smith, Registrar of the Land Court, 
proclaimed on Oct, 19 that “the Court of 
the Land-League was open, he unwittingly 
told the truth. Mr. Justice O’Hagan and 
his colleagues did not hesitate, at the open- 
ing day, to detlare, almost in so many 
words, that they intended to interpret the 
Land act and to execute it solely in the in- 
terests of the tenant applicants, and the Sub- 
Commissioners are religously liv- 
ing up to that profession.. The land- 
lords expected severe treatment, but they 
did not count on being absolutely garroted. 
Mr. Parnell made a great point against the 
Government by declaring that tenants who 
had been evicted during the fierce agitation 
in the spring would lose the benefits of the 
act. But Mr. Justice O’Hagan has ruled 
that all tenauts ejected within six months 
before Aug. 22 (the day the Land bill became 
n law) are entitled to its advantages; and, 
furthermore, that when a reduction of rent 
is ordered it shall apply to all sales which 
have occurred since Aug. 22. 
THIS SWEEPING INTERPRETATION 

of the foggy fiftieth and sixtieth sections of 
the act alarmed the landlords, and 1 believe 
some of them resolved on consulting eminent 
lawyers in Ireland and England, with the 
view of testing its soundness. But 
they were told what they ought to 
have known—that the act makes 
the Land Commission a court of final juris- 
diction, and that there is no appeal against 
its decisions, not even to the Honse of Lords. 
This was u facer for the landiurds; but worse 
was to come. Thesub-commissions are com- 
posed of barristers, solicitors, and expert 
valuators, chosen quite as much for their 
liberalism and adherence to tenant-right as 
for their personal fitness. These Commis- 
sioners go on circuit from place to place, and 
deal with the tenant’s case almost at his 
door. This saves, him expense, and as the 
Sub-Commissioners, who are supposed to 
be impartial arbitrators, go the length 
of acting as counsel for the tenant applicant, 


‘he is Also Saved solicitors’ costs, and is infi- 


nitly better served than if he had retained the 
biggest gun in the four courts. The Sub- 
Commissioners appear to act on the theory 
that the landlord is entitled to a bare main- 
tenance out of his property and no more, and 
their decisions at Belfast mean that 
RENTS ANE TO BE REDUCED 30 PER CENT, 
and that, in cases where the landlord has 
made improvements out of his own. pocket, 
such improvements shall not warrant or ex- 
cuse an increase of rent. To put it ina 
simpler way, the landlord is now owner 
of only 10 per Gent of his prop 
erty, the remaining 30 per cent going 
to the tenant, and the landlord cannot claim 
interest on his investments in the improve- 
ment of his estate. I venture to say that, if 
a measure embracing such features were 
passed by the Legisiature of any one of your 
States, it would be declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court as being an act of 
spoliation and robbery. 

THE ANNUAL RENTAL OF IRELAND 
is, in round numbers, 80.000, 000 a year, so 
that the Land Court's decisions will proba- 
bly involve the loss of £27,00),000a year to the 
landiords, or, reckoning the total value of 
Irish property at £1,600,000,000, the landlords 
are to be despoiled of over £500,009,000. 

THE OFFICES OF THE LAND COURT 
are in the old house in Upper Merrion street 
where the Duke of Wellington was born, and 
if that grim guardian of the preroga- 
tives of the Crown and the rights of 
the landed aristocracy ean revive in 
spirit, he must de astounded at 
the cool process by which a large body of 
loyal men are being deprived of their pos- 
sessions. The rulings and decisions of the 
past week have created a panic not only 
among Irigh landlords, but among the assur- 
ance companies, and other financial bodies 
which have money out on Irish mortgages. 
The result will be a general withdrawal of 
investments, the collapse of hundreds of 
landlords, and the throwing of a large num- 
ber of estates upon the market. When the 
monastery lands were sequestrated in En- 
giand at the Reformation the race of small 
freeholders multiplied. and a peasant pro- 
prietary is likely to be temporarily estab-

ENGLISH LAND REFORM. 
Special Cable, 

Lonpon, Nov. 5.—Smalley’s special says: 
The movement for English land reform is 
deficient thus far as a movement in conspic- 
uous leadership and weil defined purpose. 
Nobody supposes that the program of the 
Farmers’ Alliance will be taken up by either 
political party. Lord Martington, speak- 
ing last night, extinguishes the hopes, 
foolishly expressed in some quarters, 
that he might put himself at the head of an 
English agitation based on the principles of 
the Irish Land act. He considered that the 
present distress of the English farmers is 
due to the weather rather than to the land- 
lords, but repeated his former declaration, 
that the farmer is entitled to relief by legis- 


lation from 
THE PRESENT SYSTEM, 


so far as it is artificial and unsound, declar- 
ing that he favored legislative security for 
the tenants’ capitalj labor, and resulting im- 
provements, but that he was opposed 
to the notion that. the tenant was 
entitled in consequence to  improve- 
ments effected under a coproprietary 
right in the soil. He urged that the 
bad times be fought through by the codpera- 
tion of all classes interested in agriculture. 
Elsewhere it has been remarked that the En- 
glish landlords are voluntarily making the 
tenants a reduction equal to the amount that 
will probably be enforced on the Irish. Mr. 
Fawcett’s disapproval of the English agra- 
rian aims, which preceded Lord Hartington's, 
discourages the Collings school of Radicals 
even more.

After Mr. Bright had denounced the “ fair 
traders”’ as lunatics and rogues, it was not 
surprising to hear Lord Salisbury taunting 
the Liberal Ministry with having eaten dirt. 
In vain Sir William Vernon Harcourt re- 
torted that he did not understand the de- 
cencies of public discussion. But the 
speech which . 

CAUSED THE MOST STIR 
has been that of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
the dashing young leader of the so-called 
fourth party, who declared that what Sir 
William Hareourt had said; did not much 
jnatter, but that the implication of indecent 
representations by other Liberals must be 
noticed. Lord Randolph Churchill styled 
Mr. Gladstone as an “incendiary, who had 
touched the lowest depths of poliiical cow- 
ardice and ingratitude.“ Thereupon Mr. 
Broadhurst denounced Lord Randolph 
Churchill as a “miserable, contemptible 
young man.” Lord Wolverton told him 
that he was not worthy to black Mr. Glad- 
stone’s boots. Nevertheless Lord Kandolph 
Churehill’s speech is well worth reading, 
especially in reference to America and his 
comparisons of American and English com- 
mercial prosperity, Which are much in favor 
of the former, and in advocacy of fair trade. 
CONFEDERATE BONDS.

Panis, Nov. 5—A St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent telegraphs: “It is now evident 
that Russia has been the dupe of Germany in 
the matter of the proposed interview between 
the Czar and the Emperor of Austria.

FRED SOMMER AS A ** REFORMER”! 

The Democratic County Convention nominated 
one pretty fair candidate fur County Commis- 
sioner, although a very bitter partisan—Joho 
Mattocks, an attorney-at-law. Then, in mock- 
ery of their professed purpose to introduce some 
“reformers” into the County Board, they put 
ou their ticket the notorious “reformer” Fred 
Sommer, of Bridgeport, who was an Alderman 


‘tora couple of terms. Tye TRIBUNE bas been 
to the trouble of looking up the record this 


mock reformer made in the City Council, for the 
purpose of judging by the company he there 


‘kept what sort of a record he is likely to make 
in the County Board if he should happen to be 


elected. 

Tue record which Fred Sommer made dur- 
ing the Colvin régiméis nut one calculated 
to rally to his support the business men of Chi- 
cago. In the Council which beld sway from De- 
cember, 1874, until May, 1876, Mr. Summer rep- 
resented the Sixth ard (now Fifth), the city 
being then divided into twenty wards. Tuat 
Council was not an especially salubrious one, 
und probably contained a larger percentage ot 
men who were “on the make than bad been 
known since the days of the original and on 
“nineteen.” It was a time when the boys 
ran the City-Hall, and easy-going Mr. Colvin 
was poweriess either to restrain or to guide 
them. Very few of Chicago's merchants or 
proverty-uwners have yet forgotten how near 
the city was to bankruptcy in those days, when 
the laborers on the street were compelied in 
April, 1876, to petition for the payment of their 
wages due since the previous November, and 
city warrants weut for groceries at 6) cents on 
the dollar. 

In this unreformed and unreformable body 
which prolonged its own reign until swept out 
of existence by an exasperated people, and 
which denied the citizens the right to elect their 
own Officers, there were a few choice spirits who 
formed the power behind the throne and ran 
things to sult themselves. Useless and unneces- 
sary Olficials with bigh saiaries and po work 
were multiplied and flourished at the expense of 
the taxpayers. The gang was liveiier and 
more puwerful than ever before. There is no 
need to name the individuals bere, for with but 
one or two exceptions they have been relegated 
to their native obscurity, and any one curious 
to read over the list can find it in the old records 
or the tiles of the papers. Mr. Sommer gave his 
vote, as these records show, with Hildreth, and 
Tom Stout, Corcoran, aud Sweeney ou about 
— — occasion that the yeas and nays were 


In those days there was a good deal of legisla- 
tion pertaining to street railroads, very neces- 
sary and desirabie things in a great city. But 
at every turn and twist with regard to é6treet- 
railroad franchises or legisiation, somehow or 
other, whether it was a motion to pass or a mo- 
tion to reject an ordinance, to defer or to expe- 
dite, the name of Sommer appeared in the same 
columu with those of the gang. It was all the 
same to him whether the cruwd were in the ma- 
jority, as they too often were, or in the miouri- 
7 as occasionally happened, Sommer stuck 

iththem. There were two things be could al- 
ways be depended upon for—to vote with tho 
gang and to move to adjourn, or support a 
motion for that purpose. He supported on 
Jan. 4, 1875, the scheme for a charter clection 
which foisted Colvin on community. That 
election was carried by fcrce and fraud, and led 
to endless litigation, difficulty, and loss. 

When it came to a consideration of the esti- 
mates of the City Controller for the fiscal year 
end March 31, 1876, when Mr. Hayes was cowm- 
pelied to recommend the scaling of sularies, the 

ubstitution of smaller burners on the strect- 
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„gan; he was a compon 
„gung.“ and whenever his voice could be heard, 
it was always in behalf of waste and extrava- 
gance, just as it bad been during the whole of 
the Colvin Administration, which was the direct 
cause of ali the city's financial troubies. 

On the passage of the ordinance abolishing 
the useless office of Fish Inspector Sept. II, 1876. 
Sommer voted with the gang to retain it; 
and he incessantly worked aguinst the passage 
of the ordinance abolishing the costiy Bourd of 
Public Works. Mr. Sommer’s political career 
seems to bave been decidedly uninteresting, for 
the reason that nothing turned ‘up on which be 
could use bis pecullur talents until the con- 
sideration of the 1877 appropriation bill, when 
he stood solid with the “gang” in advucacy of 
neediess expenditure in the way of high sala- 
res and increased appropriations for the bene- 
fit of the cuntractors. He also voted to pay 
bimself a salary of $30 a year for being Alder- 
man. April obe voted against the passage of 
the amended fire ordinanvce—the amendments 
being to make it more rigid. In April of the 
same year, at the canvass of the vote cast at the 
spring election, Aid. McCrea introduced a reso- 
lucion that the vote cast in the Seventh Ward 
for Hildreth as Alderman be not counted. On 
the cali for the previous-question Sommer 
voted with the gangin the negative, but on the 
passage af che resolution ne shook bis pards ”’ 
and dod 

Such is the ungavory record of an alleged re- 
former who was elected as an “unreformed ” 
member of an waretormed and uwreformable 
Council, and afterwards served in a similar 
capacity in the Reform Council ot 1876—a record 
which is consistent with his own unreformed 
and unreformabie character us a public servant 
from the firat vote he cast down to the very last. 
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THE SIXTI DISTRICT. 

There isa very interesting fxht for County 
Commissioner going oa in the Sixth District— 
composed of the towns of Bloom, Rich, Palos, 
Bremen, Orland, and Lemont—and it becomes 
the duty of every taxpayer of the district to 
look well to the candidates that are 
running for that position, and the parties 
that are supporting them, The Demo- 
crats have nominated Mr. William Skeily, 
of Lemont, for the position. If the voters 
oi the district will only look back at the acts of 
the County Bourd of this county,when the Dem- 
ocrats bad the majority, they will not support 
Mr. Skelly or any of that sort of men. They will 
remember the ring that was then formed to de- 
fraud the county and enrich themselves at the 
expense of the taxpayers, and by such dishonest 
means defrauded the couuty out of tbousands 
of dollars per year for a uumberof years by 
having a middleman to whom any contractor 
had to go and pay money before a contract 
would be awarded to bim, and the middieman 
would divide up the same with the Commission- 
ers, and they bud for a middleman a person by 
the name of Periolat, who was called the Six- 
teenth Commissioner,“ and wae the head of a 
ring under that Democratic rule, and a personal 
friend of Jonn Conley, who was, three years ago, 
the Democratic Commissiouer from this district. 
The taxpayers who will look at the record that 
was made at the time will not vote for a Demo- 
crat for that position. 

Another candidate is Mr. Richard 8. Mo- 
Claugury. of the Town of Paios, an * Independ- 
ent.“ who was a candidate for the nomination 
of County Commissioner before the regular 
Republican Conventiou that met in the village 
of Bremen Oct. 8, 1881, and failed to get the 
pumination—a man who went before the con- 
vention and pledged himself to support the 
nomipee of that convention, as all the other 
candidates did. Having been fairly defeated 
in said convention, without any cause to com- 
plain, he now comes forward as an ** Independ- 
ent candidate for the posidon. He has per- 
fidiously bolted from the pafty, and as a sure- 
bead asks the electors to vote for him 
after he had bound himself by all the obli- 
gations that a man is capable of; after 
having made a fight at the primaries to 
elect delegates to the convention; after 
baving asked all his friends to come to said 
primaries and vote fur his delegates, bindin 
them by that means to stand by the nominee o 
that convention, and now asks the same men to 
bolt and ga against the regular Republican can- 
didate, and vote tor him. As he acts in u dis- 
houoradie manner, being lost to all shame, to 
all political honor, and to all respect of honest 
meu, having broken his word to the convention 
—bow can any Republican worthy of the name 
support him? Is it no their duty to bury such a 
dishonorabie man so low, on clection day, that 
afterward he never will be heard of? Itis easy 
told why be does not keep his word. He was 
brought out by Mr. John Conley, ex-County 
Commissioner from the Sixth District Demo- 
crat), Andrew McCord and Ira McCord, ail of the 
town of Palos.

MORE ** CHARGES”? EXPLODED. 

Since the renomination of Commissioner Co- 
burn the columns of the Times have been free 
to his enemies and have teemed with ali manner 
of charges against him. At first bis great sinus 
were his connection with the dome and the 
extra brick-work of the new Court-House, 
but these were explained at once, since which 
time there has been an ominous silence on the 


subject. 

But, in the paper's determination to malign 
and abuse the gentleman, other charges buave 
been preferred from day to day intended to in- 
jure him. Among „ there is one to the 
effect that, in the ietting of the contract 
for putting the gas-fixtures in the new Gourt- 
House, be favored Messrs. Bassett & Co,, and 
that he exposed the desigus of Other competi- 
tors, etc., und generally acted uafairiy. The 
facts in the case dispose of the charges very 
thoroughly, and are set torth in «a letter to that 
paper, which was written yesterday by Messrs. 
Bassett & Co., in self-defense, and which is as 
follows: 

Tu the Editor of the Chicago Times: Dear Sir: 
We have notice for several days in your 
columns reference to our connection with put- 
ting in the gus-tixtures.in the new Court- House. 
All of the articies bave reflected upon us 
and upon Commissioner Coburn, who is Chair- 
man of the committee having bad that matter 
in charge, and we feel that it is but just that the 
mistakes your reporters have made should be 
corrected. 

We competed for the work, submitting de- 
signs, and subsequently bids. No speciticadons 
were offered us, and our understanding, as well 
as that of ali other competitors, was that the 
desigas for the tixtures were first to be adopted, 
and then the quality of the material and the 
price. Our designs were unanimously approved 
us the best, and subsequently, after the 
quality of the fixtures desired had been 
agreed upon, our prices were found to be the 
lowest, and we were given the contract. This is 
all there was wit. Tbey approved our designs, 
adopted the quality of goods we presented, and, 
tinally, the prices we otiered to furnish them at. 
We could have furnished the same designs in 
cheaper material at balf the money we were 
paid, but were not called upon to do it, and aay 
of our competitors could bave done the same. 
The bids ranged from $6,972 to $10,434, and we 
were given the work at $10,035, which ougbt to 
explain the point. There was no favoritism 
shown of any kind by anybody ip the 
transaction, and the answer to the charge, 
that we were unfairly given the dcsignof an- 
other competitor, as well as his prices. is found 
in the fact that our original designs were adopt- 
ed and were entirely dissimilur to any oth- 
ers presented. The fact that we presented 
the most attractive designs, therefore, which 
were adopted before any prices were named, 
and the further fact that our figures were the 
lowest for what was wanted, is the reason, and 
the only reason, we were given the work. Those 
voting for the award to us under these circum- 
stances, several of whom we did not know, and 
bad never spoken tv, were: Messrs. Ayars, 
Clark. Coburn, Hutt, Miller, Rheinwald, Senne, 
Stewart, Wood, and Purington. 

The publication of the above will be but an 
act of justice to all concerned, and will piace 
the Times right before those familiar witb the 
facts us well. J. 8. BAssett & Co. 

Comment is unnecessary, especially since the 
firm is one of the oldest and most reputable in 
the city. They set forth the facts concisely, and 
as they are, and if there was any mistake made 
in letting the contract for the gas-litting it was 
very piuiniy in determinin their quality 
and not their price. They could have been put 
in for baif the monev. just as oue corner lot can 
be bought for halt the price that two can; but, 
the quality being considered, the best terms 
were made that could be, 

Another question the same paper bas harped 
upon is the conduct of Messrs. Wood and Coburn 
in the matter of letting the contract for the 
furniture for the obwilding. In this they 
churge that 5 Andrews & Co. were 
favored to the detriment of the public 
interest. This is on a par with all the 
other charges, and is quite as easily disposed of. 
The bids for the work rauged from $34,000 to 
581.000, and in opening the bids, the bid of Mr. 
Andrews was throwu out because it was in- 
formal. In the examination of the otber bids, 
however, it was found that the lowest bidder 
was an individual without a shop, money, or 
backing of any kind: and, failing back upon 
the next bidder, it was found that he had just 
promi to settle with his crediturs for 
3 cents on the dollar, and was to- 
tally uuprepared to take any new con- 
tracts. The other bidders were thought 
to be high, and, after considering the bids, it 
was determined to readvertise. The second 
lat of bids were of a t the same relative 
character, but this time Andrews & Co. were in 
order, and their bid was considered. ‘The lowest 
bidder was one Osgood, whose name could not 
be found in the directory, and whose shop could 
not be located. He came betore the board, 
however, but utterly failed to satisfy that body 
of his responsibility, and at onee dropped out of 
sight. The next lowest bidder was Andrews & 
Co. ($43,750), and, upon their complying with 
the requirements of the specifications, giving 
bound, ete., the award was made them.

The Elasticity of Marble. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cur1caco, Nov. 5.—In answer to the question 
put by Phocion, in your issue of Thursday, 
“Has marble an elastic property?’ I wish to 
state the following fact; While residing in thé 
City of Oswego, N. V., thirty-five years ago, | 
saw and handled in the marble yard of S. A. 
Stewart a marbie slab about four fect long and 
about twelve inches wide by three inches thick. 
Taking hold of this slab at one end, the other 
resting on the floor, by rapid back and forward 
motten it would vibrate ia the centre so as to 
sensible to the feeling, but not perceptible to 
the eye. That slab of Vermont marble was in 
Mr. Stewart's possession for mauy months, and 
was quite a curiosity 11. Tauris. 


Silver Dollars. 
To-the Bditor of The Uhieago Tribune. 

Cntcado, Nov.6.—ia your issue of this morn- 
ing you say: Under the act remonetizing sil- 
ver dollars the hoiders of silver bullion were 
authorized to deposit it in the Treasury and 
take out eértificates. The same privilege does 
not exist with regard to gold. But it was ulti- 
mately decided that all persons receiving money 
from thé Treasury, whether silver or gold, could 

it it in tne Treasury and receive there- 
for silver certificates.” 

Ihave never so understood this act. It pro- 
vided for the unrestricted coinage of goid, and 

invested bultion of gold with the 
quality of money. 6 issuing of certiticates 
tor gold bullion would therefore have no efiect 
upon its value. The act restricted the coinage 
of silver to 400 per mouth and authorised 
the issue Of certificates for silver coin. Tuts 
confined the money quality of silver to the coin 
stricken from that metal, and silver bullien was 
simply merchandise, 

Thia, as I have always understood it, is the 
cause of the difference between the value of 
silver bullion and goid bullion, and furnisbés 
the pretext for calling the s:iver dollar an 80- 
cent dohar.” If the two metals were treated 
with perfect ¢quality at the mint—that is, if the 
coinage of each was unrestricted—the money 
quality would subsist in the silver as Well as in 
the gold builion, aud the value of a given quan- 
— of bullion of either would be equal to the 
value of the coin made from it, less the cost of 
changing it from one form to the other. and the 
notion of an *Sv-ceat doliar’’ would disappear. 

Your statement that uoder the act remonetiz- 
ing silver the holders of silver bullion were au- 
thorized to deposit ih the Treasury and take out 
certificates therefor implies that silver ballion 
could in some way be utilized so as to perform 
to some extent the tunctions of money,whereas 

t is and always has been since it was excluded 
rom the money stock by the baleful act of 1874 
simply qmercnundise, and the Government sifice 
what iscalled the Remouctization act bas treated 
it as merchandise. by purchasing from time to 
time limited quantities of it fur coinage pur- 
ses. In commercial transactions paper will 
used as their representatives either in the 
torm of certificates issued by the Goverument 
orinsome other form, Of course, this paper 
ean as conveniently represent silver as gold.

(Mr. Miller is mistaken. All silver dollars can 
be deposited in the Treasury, and certificates 
can be obtained therefor. Until within a few 
days gold coin could be deposited in the ‘Treas- 
ury and silver certificates obtained therefor. 
The certificates are redeemable on demand in 
silver dollars. But the stock of silver dollars 
having been exiiaustéd,the Treasury bas sus- 
pended the issue of certificates in exchange for 


gold.—Eb.] 


“Chicago School System. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CMmOAGdO, Nov. i.—In last Sunday’s paper 
„Progress takes the system of public sebools 
of this city severely to task for its want of exi- 
bility, aceusing teachers and all schovol-man- 
agers of working in futs, and wholly opposed to 
any chauge that will zn the least interfere with 
the present * graded system,“ which is referred 
to as the teachers’ very ideal of perfection, and 
any attempt to change that will be opposed by 
all teachers, because they cannot rapidly work 
into new channels. 

It is one of the easiest things. in the world to 
find fault with things as they are, but to suggest 
a practical remedy requires talent; and we look 
in vain for any such sugvestions in the article 
referred to. Reference is made to the report of 
the Committee of the Citizens’ Association, but 
one more able than the writer has shown how 
perfectly absurd it would be to try to adopt some 
of the suggestions made in that report, though, 
of course, the report is not without its good 

nts. 

There probably is not an officer or teacher con- 
pected with our city schools who will not admit 
that nearly wae fault referred to in the articie 
of P AIs to a certain degree a fault in- 
deed, would gladly aid in adopting the change 
that will remedy the evil and do as much to se- 
cure progress in our work as is done in other 
brauches to keep up with the times, for we firm- 
ly believe that a large majority of our teachers 
are as giad to get out of ruts as the rents are 
to get for their children ali the benefits that im- 
proved methods can furnish. 

It has been a special study of the management 
of the Chicago system of public graded schools 
to make that system just as tlexibic as possibile, 
and for that purpose examinations from grade 
to grade, through the Grammar and Primary 
Departments, are in order witepever a ciass is 
supposed to be prupared, rather than anntally 
or semi-annually, and as in most cases there are 
several classes in cach grade pupils are carried 
from class to class in their grade as the ability 
of each will Warfant, so that pupils are not 
“chained” together, but while 6 is the uniform 
age for entering our first grade, we will find ia 
the ¢lasses of the seventh and eighth ades 
that the ages of the pupils range from W to 18 


years. 

We all admit that a graded system das ite 
faults, but our -experience thus faris to the 
effect that it has more excellences than faults, 
and also less fauits than any other system by 
which the schools of large towns and cities can 
be managed. Tell us how to remove those faults 
and if ry do it, then li our places with 
those who will. 

Our school- rooms are each furnished with 
sixty-three school-desks, and in most cases every 
desk is occupied, and is the teacher expected in 
the few — 1 day that she has charge of 
that numberof children to arrange ciasses to 
the vurious intellects of the rooms and allow the 
work in the differeut subjects to be so arranged 
that hardly any two pupils will work together? 
In small country schoois, of twenty pupiis or 
less, we used to do that to a certain extent, and 
just in proportion as you will lessen 
the number of pupils to a teacher 

that proportion will rigid- 
ded system be broken up 
and the special talents of each pupil will be 
catered to, and individual needs supplied. It 
has always been our theory that, under the 
most favorable conditions of classifications, 
forty pupils is the maximum number for one 
teacher to have in charwe, and when the time 
shall come that Channing's advice to straiten 
in all other respects, but be lavisn in providing 
for the education of youth’’ shall be every- 
where adopted we may hope to sce much that 
is now deemed faulty removed and other excel- 
lences adopted in their places. 

For one who bas nota suggestion to make in 
the way of improvements, and whose article 
makes piain the fact that he is almost a perfect 
stranger to the workings of our system of 
graded city schools, to pronounce the whole sys-

I do not mention these things to revive animosti- 
ties, but to justify and honor the memory of the 
fathers of the Nation, without whose resolute 
and uncompromising spirit there would have 
no victory and no centennial at Yorktown. 
bave heard my father relate that in one of 
the towns of Litebfield County, Connecticut, 
from Which his father emigrated at about the 
end of the last century, there lived a man 
of considerable wealth who bad a son who at 
the breaking out of the War of the Revolution 
espoused the Royal cause, and was given a Lieu- 
tenant's commission ia the British army. At 
the close of the war the young man found him- 
self, with numerous other Tories. an exile at 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, which was to Tories a city 
of refuge. At time such wat the stringen- 
cy, there being no commerce or manufactures, 
all industry having been interrupted by the 
war, and scarcely any money in circulation, that 
the collection of debt or even taxes was almost 
impossibie. This condition of affairs Caused 
many disturbances, and finaliy culminated 
in Shay’s Kebellion. At such a time 
us this the old sntieman (I think 
his name was ells) proposed 10 
his fellow-townsmen that if they would consent 
to the return of his son he would pay the entire 
tax of the town. But they would not consent. 
Thoége sturdy patriots would submit toany pri- 
vations and endure any hardships rather tban 
havea Tory dwell among them. They could 
forgive and forget, but they knew they always 
should remember, Here Iwill add that aftera 
few years the fugitive quietly returned to Con- 
necticut without molestation. 

W oula it be out of place here to inguire con- 
cetning the grievances of our Irish brethren at 
the bands of Fugland? We know that the Irish 
people hate England witb a perfect hatred. If 
they have cause, ought they to be blamed for 
that which we deem not repreheusibie in 


ourselves or others in like circumstances? — 


The recent passage of the Land act by Partia- 
yout is an admission that there is cause for this 
isaffection. True, the passage of this act shows 
a disposition to right the wrong. But will this 
be effectual? Ireland today should be as pros- 
perous and wealthy as her neighbor, Bel- 
gium. Why is she the most poverty: 
stricken couutry in the world instead? Is 
is not because of misgovernment—because 
of its vicious land tenure, which is but robbery, 
and which is the worst feature of its misgovern- 
ment? Or is it because the Irish almost uni- 
versally (although there are honorable excep- 
tions) hate their kind if of a colored skin, and 
that they so naturally, or rather unnaturally, 
affillate with the 2 Democracy, 
which blind hatred is the one single prifcipie 
and bond of union of Democrats—is it because 
of this that the Irish are incapable of improve-, 
ment, of home government, and of prosperity? 

But there were others besides Lafayette, and 
Rochambeau, and Steuben who fought our bat- 
tles und rendered us good service in those trying 
times, and toward whom we bave ever been truly 
grateful. There was among otbers De Kalb, and 
Pulaski, and John Paul Jones, and Richard 
Montgomery, Dames treasured in memory and 
hooored in American history. No American 
visite Quebec without searching out with the 
deepest interest and reverence the spot where 
that gallant and impetuous Irishman,Gen. Mont- 
gomery, tell. Aud none visit Savannah but to 
observe with equal reverence the memorials 
of the brave Pulaski. 

But let vs hope after. all that the dawning of 
the fabled millennium ere another Yorktown 
centennial may enable us to invite the-descend- 
ants of all these honored foreignérs who have 
fought our battles, and even of those with whom 
we have contended, without fear of jealoustes, 
hatred, or unfriedlineéss. ‘ H.

HOME GATHERINGS. 

THE UNITED STATES MARINE HOSPITAL SERVICE. 

The following items are from the annual re- 
port of Surgeon-General J. B. Hamilton: Dur- 
ing the year 32,613 patients received relief, of 
whom 12,449 were treated in the hospitals and 
20, 164 at the different dispensaries; 300, 300 days’ 
relief in the hospitals were furnished; 194 
trusses, seventeen elastic stovkings, eleven 
knee-caps, seven pairs crutuhés, and other ap- 
pliances were issued to outgoing patients. 
Transportation to their homes was furnished to 
seventeen incurabie patients. The number 
treated shows an increase of 7,753 over last 
year. In addition to the relief furnished, as 
shown above, forty-four officers, cadets, and ap- 
plicants for appointment as cadets, and 306 sea- 
men in the reveuue- marine service have been 
examined for color-blindness and fifty-seven 
seamen fur lighthouse and merchant serv- 
ice. A hand-book for the medicine-chest 
has been provided as a guide in aid of masters 
and officers of vessels when at sea, beyond the 
reach of skilled assistance. In this book lists 
are given of what the ehests should contain, 
with plain directions for their use. The receipts 
from all sources were $396,050.81, aad the net 
expenditures $400,404.46. Notwithstandimg the 
great increase in the number oft patients, thé 
expenditures are not greater than last year, and 
the per capita cost bas been stilt further ro- 
duced from $16.15, as reported in the last report, 
to $12.27.

A sharp rebuke is administered the New York 
banks by the Journal of Commerce. Good busi-

Was taken into the street and loaned on call 
for the most part to mere speculators engaged 
in no regular mercantile caliing. The secur ties 
taken for these loans have been largeiy of the 
kind that float only when money is plenty ana 
confidence superabundant. It is estimated that 
nearly or quite $200,000,000 of this class of secur- 
ities have been put upon the market in this 
country during the last few years. A large 
part, either in the hands of the projectors or of 
speculators who have bought of the original 
mahipulators, are beld at this moment as secur- 
ity for loans. The lenders see them quoted at 
prices that far more thaa cover their advances 
and rest satisfied with the protection. 

As long as these fancy securities are afloat the 
price is easily maintained, and the protection 
seems to be ample; but when the test comes and 
there is no one to lend on thein then there is no 
one to buy them and they are useless. How 
banks, life and tire insurance corporations, and 
trust companies can be persuaded to loan out a 
large part of their available means upon securi- 
ties that they would never think of purchasing 
for a permanent investment, and which have 
only a nominal value likely to disappeaf under 
the first strain of a finuncial panic, is one of 
those mysteries for which no key can be found, 
search fur it as we may. 

Practically, none of, this stuff is held by the 
Chicago banks as cffiateral. Their loans are 
made on Board of Trade products,.mercantile 
paper, and good bonds. As a rule the Chicago 
panks do not lend on even the best of New York 
stock. There are today, we believe, no banks 
in the world that are on 80 sound a basis as 
those of this city.

SLAVES OF ALL COLORS. 


White, Black, and Wellow Men with 
Milistomes Around Their Necks in 
Hawaii. 

San Francisco Chronicle. 

Slavery,“ said an intelligent young ma- 
chinist to a Chronicle reporter yesterday: 
‘why, slavery is too good a name for the 
labor system in the Hawaiian Islands. I 
went to the islands two years ago and worked 
on the plantations,” continued the ma- 
chinist, and from what I have seen 1 quite 
agree with the old negro who told 
me one night at Naalehu, ‘I’ve worked in 
Louisiana in the worst days, and I never 
struck any slavery like what we have on this 
plantation.“ In the majority of places, ac- 
cording to the machinist’s description, each 
laborer is given a room about six by eight 
feet to lodge in, and this apartment has to 
answer ail the requirements of single or mar- 
ried life. In many cases the machinist saw a 
family of six white people living in one 
small room, with a shameless disregard for 
all the decencies of life. 

At 6 o’clock the hands are escorted to the 
field to work. The overseer of each gans is 
on his mettle to detect any negligence or 
tardiness, knowing well that the value of his 
services is rated by the amount which he can 
deduct from the wages of the slaves. If an 
unhappy bondman is seen shirking his 
work he is deprived of the wages for 
that day. If he resent the imposition he 18 
dragged before the native officer of the 
law, whois hail fellow well met with the 

lanter, and is tined. The system of fines is 
fn fact the most advantageous to the flinty- 
hearted overseer, for by judiciously using 
the machinery of the law he can keep the 
bondman more securely in his power. 

law prevents them from leaving the service 

of the planter while they are indebted to 

him, and the imposition ot a few heavy fines 
prolongs their slavery for years. 

The food given to the vondmen is not so 
bad in quality as disgusting in the manner in 
which itis cooked and served. The China- 
men and the South Sea Islanders do their 
own cooking. The white slaves depend on 
a Chinese cook, who is the servant of the 

lantation, and endleavors to express through 
his pots and pans the sinister disregard of 
overseer and the planter. The machinist de- 
scribed the food furnished him and other arti- 
sans at various 8 as disgusting: 

It doesn’t take the poor fellows long to be- 

come demoralized, and then they are ked 

tor good. The sale of liquors is forbidden 
on the islands, but the odd dollars the poor 
slaves get soon go in drink. That’s how the 

Chinese grow rich by sell rice brandy. 

The drink and the slavery make them all one 

—negroes, Chinamen, South Sea Islagders, 

Kanakas, and whites. If ever there wasa 

hell on earth, it's on some of these planta- 

tions I've seen.“

To learn how gratuitous these anilities are— 
how he scoids for the mere sake of scolding— 
look at his fanfaronade on polygamy.

When an unclean: mind exerts 
itself to imagiue what may take 
place it ig as easy to talk about brutality and 
the animal degradation of woman in one case as 
another. To the beastly all things are beastly. 
In point of fact the great body of unbelievers 
have denounced the Cbristian institution of 
marriage with especial bitterness. To tie one 
man and one woman together by a bond which 
nothing but death can dissolve is, in their opin- 
ion, not only unjust and immoral, but a base 
ana brutal tyranny which imposes a degrading 
restraint u the natural rights of men and 
women to tove and cobabit with whom they 
please. Thisisa prime and prominent part of 
the atheistic theory, everywhere advocated by 
its regular organs and fts greatest disciples. In 
France, where their societies are compact and 
powerful, they define their creed substantially 
thus: 1. There is noGod. 2. Religion is a lie. 
3. Property is theft. 4. Love must be free. 
5. Marriage is siavery. 6. Children belong to 
the State and not to anybody in particular. 

This is “the gospel of dirt.“ I don't say that 
Mr. Ingersoll gwaliows it whole. He believes, or 
at least he pructies, the Christian doctrine on 
the subjects of marriage, paternity, and prop- 
erty, not because heis bound by the Divine 
commandment, but because he feels like it. 
Others, reject us he does the golden met- 
wand of the law, have an equal right to take 
their own feelings as the measure of rigkteous- 
ness. Soone set of atheists curses marriage 
and another blackguards poiygamy,and they 
are bore right it there be no God above all and 
over all. 

1 do not intend this asa substitute for the an- 
swer which I would have made it the presiding 
genius of the iew d been propitious. My 
prince object isto show that his “circular 
abuse’ amounts to absolutely nothing. A reg- 
ular. reply wouk! prove that in every line of bis 
last article be has either falsined bistory or ap- 
plied to it an erronevus interpretation. But 1 
am tem not to quit without giving a sample 
of his efforts at scientific reasoning.

It the material universe existed, just as it is 
now, from ali unbegun eternity, there is, to be 
sure, not much chance for a creature to have 
done any work; If its harmony is preserved and 
the uniformity of ite action tnaintained without 
any rule or regulation prescribed by a superior 

wer, then there is and has been no need of a 
awaiver; God is, therefore, so useless a being 
that He must be theoretically blotted out of ex- 
istence. 

For the proposition that the universe always 
was without a creator) and will be forever (with- 
out a preserver) be offers only one proof. to- 
wit, that it is according to his idea. This he con- 
siders potent enough to overrule all the evi- 
dence, direct and circumstantial, by which bis 
“idea” is opposed. All testimony borne by the 
common seuse of mankind, ali the deductions of 
reason, all philosophy, and ali faith in Holy Writ 
must be swept aside, so that his idea may have 
free course to run and be glorified. But this 
ascription of supreme authority to an idea, 
merely because it happens to be bis idea, will 
hardly be concurred in. The assertion of it, in- 
deed, proves nothing except that his bump of

JUDAS ISCARIOT. 

HIS BETRAYAL OF CHRIST NOT FOREOR- 
DAINED-—FOREKNOWLEDGE INCOMPATI- 
BLE WITH HUMAN FREEDOM. 

“The Foreknowledge of God and Cognate 
Themes in Theology and Philosophy” is the 
title of a work of 464 pages, in which is dis- 
cussed at great length the incompatibility 
between absolute divine foreknowledge and 
human freedom. It is from the pen of the 
Rey. L. D. MeCabe, D. D., who for an entire 
generation has been one of the professors in 
the Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware, 
O. The great controversy over the question 
discussed by Dr. McCabe has been between 
the two leading theological schools—the 
Calvinistic apd the Arminian—represeuted 
in she two powerful sects—the Presbyterians 
and the Methodists. The former admit the im- 
possibility of infallible foreknowledge of con- 
tingent events, and boldly deny that there is 
any such thing as contingency in the mind 
of God; hence in their view all events 
are certain because all are fore 
ordained, and are, therefore, foreknown. 
This involved the contradiction of asserting 
that a choice infallibly foreknown could yet 
be free and the author thereof responsible. 
Dr. Whedon, whois accepted as the leader 
of Arminian thought, concludes that a choice 
to be free—that is, the exercise of human 
freedom—must necessarily be contingent. 
Dr. McCabe recedes further from Calvin than 
did Arminius, who, while he taught that God 
frum all eternity would bestow salvation on 
those whom he foresaw would persevere to 
the end, further insisted that in the death of 
Jesus Christ an atonement was made for the 
sins of all mankind in general and each in- 
dividual in particular, but they only who be- 
lieve in Him can be partakers of divine bene- 
fits. In order for this belief to exist it is 
necessary for the man to be regenerated by 
divine grace proceeding from the Lloly Ghost, 
as true faith cannot proceed from the force and 
operation of free will, because man in his 
natural state of corruption is incapable 


either of think or doing any good thing. 
The exercise of free willis, however adinitied

knew that it would not be overthrown, if 
prescience be true. Jonah be-

doomed 2 Was this a -case of 
double dealing on the part of God? 
To aftirm it were blasphemy against the 
moral character of God. Weare therefore 
compelled to admit that God originally de- 
termined to overthrow the wicked city in 
forty days. But this settled purpose was 
changed in view of the repentance and hu- 
miliation of its inhabitants. Jonah’s predic- 
tion was not fulfilled, and Jonah was greatly 
displeased. In like manner why may not the 
prophecies of Christ have been recalled had 
the wicked men round about Him repented 
of their wicked purposes ? 

The Savior said, Wo unto that man by 
whom the Son of Man is betrayed! It had 
been ‘good for that man if he had 
not been born.” If the betrayal by Judas 
was necessary to the death of Christ, His 
death having been foreknown and foreor- 
dained, then the betrayal must have been 
foreordained. How, then, could it have 
been better for Judas never to have been 
born? Did he by his betrayal of Christ in- 
eur the Divine displeasure and condemna- 
tion? If the betrayal were necessary to the 
completion of the atonement and was there- 
fore foreordained, the irresistible conclusion 
is that God holds a man guilty for an act 
that was foreordained as necessary to the 
fulfdlment of His own purpose. Such a 
conclusion is a damnable one. The doings 
of all the men convected with the death of 
Christ ‘were completely contingent, and 
avoidable as any sins ever were. The

the original plans, supposes 
that God can do evil that good can come, and 
that Christ was hypocritical in His treat- 
ment of Judas and in his utterances to and 
concerning him. 

“For Jesus knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not and who should 
betray lim.” (John, vi, 64.) Was their un- 
belief foreordained ? 8 not. Their 
unbelief was of their own volition. It is not 
said that Jesus knew from the beginning 
who they were that would not believe, but 
„who they were that believed not.” The 
beginning spoken of in the text could only 
go back to the incipiency of the unvelief in 
the minds of His disciples. “ Beginning ” 
must have a definit signification. In 
speaking of divorces, Christ said. From 
the beginning it was not 80,“ 
meaning the beginning of the marriage rela- 
tion. Christ knew of the unbelief from the 
beginning—that is, when the disciples began 
to doubt. He discovered the treachery 
against Him in itsincipiency. The betrayal 
was not from fvoreordination, but from an 
immediately preceding unbelief. It Christ 
knew all the time from the time He commis- 
sioned Judas that the latter was going to be- 
tray Him, why did He not magnanimously 
rescue a poor erring mortal from temptation ? 

Jesus answered, “Havel not chosen you 
twelve, and one of youis a devil.” This is 
the ay of great surprise. Judas be- 
came a devil after his appointment as a dis- 
ciple. If Christ had at first known Judas to 
have been a devil, Peter could have asked, 
“Why did you choose so unworthy a man?“ 

A cyllation of the reports of. the Last Sup- 
per sliow that Jesus tried to deter Judas from 
the perpetration of lris contemplated crime. 
But if Christ always knew what Judas was 
about to do, where was the propriety in Lis 
efforts to rescue him? 

When the Pharisees went out and held 

uncil how they might destroy him, Jesus 
then withdrew Himself thence. This im- 
plies that Jesus knew nothing of the meeting 
vefore it was actually planned. , 

The betrayal of Christ is the most inex- 
plicable of ali historie problems. But there 
was no necessity for Judas to betray Christ. 
Jesus deprecated his course and announced 
in various “forms that one of His chosen 
friends was about to betray him. low could 
He think of rescuing Judas, and vet know 
infallibly all the time that he would betray 


in the statement that “the regenerate may | jai? 


lose true snaetying Talth, fall from a state o 
grace, and die in their sins.” 

Dr. McCabe’s position compactly stated is: 
That universal foreknowledge is incompati- 
ble with human freedom; that there can be 
no tenable — of theology or of moral 
philosophy based upon that doctrine: but 
that the whole Christian system may be cou- 


sistent, defensible, and satisfactory by the. 


denial of it, and that all the doctrines and 
rophesies of Scripture are plainly reconcila- 
le with such denial. 

One of the most striking chapters in the 
volume is the consideration of the case of 
Judas Iseariot, in which Dr. McCabe argues 
that the betrayal and treachery of Judas 
were in no way essential to the great atone- 
ment, nor was it foreknowledge until Christ 
discovered its incipiency in. the volitions of 
his free will—a mental operation on the part 
of Christ which might be termed * mind- 
reading ’’—and that to Judas there is no ref- 
erence in the prophesies of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

In good faith Jesus Christ put Judas Is- 
cariot into the Gospel ministry. He chose him 
because his character then promised a career 
of usefulness. Ile was a person of superior 
simplicity and unworidliness. To state that 
Christ did not see in him a moral character 
that would be likely to render him a success- 
ful herald of His new kingdom, is to charge 
upon Him the do of evil that good might 
come. To follow this view would be justifi- 
cation for placing unholy men in the minis- 
try. Toinsist upon it is not only blasphein- 
ous, but shocking to all moral perceptions 
and repugnant to our sense of justice, wis- 
dom, and tair dealing. 

But there was, in truth, no need of the be- 
trayal of Christ by Judas. It was not neces- 
sary for the completeness of the atonement. 
After the sin of Adam the death of Christ 
was foreordained to come to pass. The Old 
Testament is full of prophetical allusions to 
it, and these are frequently referred to in the 
New Testament, but nowhere was the Oe 
trayal of Christ by Judas foretold by any 
the prophets. 

As Isaac was the type of Christ, so was 
Abraham the type of God. oa not the 
death of Christ as an atonenkeht for human 
guilt be accomplished without the necessary 
codperation of wicked men? Neither Christ 
personaily nor the atonement needed the 
cruelties of the cross. The agonies of the 
crucifixion did not illustrate, but they dia 
obscure, the fathomless wickedness of sin. 
Had Christ — a protracted mental an- 
guish, until convulsions seized the expiating 
victim, ground his muscles, crushed his 
nerves, and deranged his bodily functions, 
until his heart actually broke, then how 
much darker would the nature of sin have 
seemed to untallen intelligences, and how 
much more visible would have been the hand 
of God in offering up His Son! 

The death of Christ was solemnly preor- 
dained and fixed, but the instruments by 
whom He was finally put to death were by 
no means preordained. Christ was deliv- 
ered to die for the world, not by wicked 
men, but according to the foreappointment 
of God; Dut, contrary io God's purposes and 
desires, wicked men shamefully and wicked- 
ly nailed Him to a Roman cross. 

If God had determined beforehand that 
these particular persons should marder His 
Son, how t the inconsistency of Christ, 
exclaiming in His dying breath: Father, 
forgive them: they know not what they do.“ 
They were in that case only doing what they 
were set to do. St. Paul (Acts, xvii., 3) and 
Luke (ix., 31) teach that the crucifixion had 
not been predetermined by the Father. 

It may be urged that Christ Himself made 
certain 2 concerning the circum- 
stances of His death; but these do not at all 
conflict with the denial of the foreknowl- 
edge of the free choices of accountable be- 
s. Of what Christ meant by these impres- 
tles had no idea. 
Luke expressly says y understood Him 
not and they feared to ask Him. Christ was 
deeply affected by His utterances, as if to 
Himself they were new, and unexpected, and 
alarming developments. 

From the time of the promise of a Redeem- 
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The Scriptural words 
fulfilled,” very often are used as signifying 
a coincidence. Scholars no longer question 
the frequent use, in an ecbatic sense, of the 
particle translated “that’’: and therefore 
they very often translate the phrase under 
consideration, “so was fulfilled,” or thus 
was fulfilled.”” It is frequently used not as 
expressive of design, even when it refers to 
the most explicit of the prophecies. Matthew 
says Joseph “took the young child into 
Egypt, that it might be fulfilled, ‘Out of 
Egypt have I called my Son.“ The Script- 
ure quoted’ by Matthew has no reference to 
Christ. Hosea said. When Israel was a 
child then I loved him and called my son out 
of Egypt.” 

Several pages of the chapter at this point 
are given up toacritical dissertation on the 
telic and ecbatic use of the Greek particle 
“ina,” in whieh very much of the “ hair- 
splitting of the old grammarians is in- 
dulged in, without adding any force to the 
line of argument so closely followed. 

The quotation used by Matthew from Zach- 
ariah (xi., 12, 13) about the thirty pieces of 
silver used for the purchase of the potter’s 
field, is next considered, and several passages 
from the works of recent distinguished Bi- 
ble critics are quoted to prove that the refer- 
ence of Zachariah is not in the least tracea- 
ble to the Messiah, and that the 
so-called “fulfillment” is simply the accord 
between an Old Testament occurrence and 
the event described by Matthew. Several 
other passages of an accordant character, 
also cited, notably Psalms Ixix., 25, and eix. 
8, which are quoted and paraphrased by 
Peter in Acts i., 16. Let his habitation be 
desolate „„ and his bishopric let an- 
other take,“ but there is no evidence that 
they had the slightest foreknowledge as to 
Judas. The words of the Psalmist were ap- 
plicable to Judas, just as a quotation from 
Shakspeare might be applicable to any event 
of today. and Peter so used them. 

The supplications of Christ in the garden 
can only be explained on the hypothesis that 
the mode of His death as originally arranged 
had been interfered with by wicked men and 
given up. It is impossible that He prayed to 
‘be excused or rescued from going on to 
make an atonement for the world. Ile knew 
that Ile was going to die; He felt it; He 
could not pray for the slightest variation 
from anything that was essential to the pro- 
gram of tod, because all provhesies 
must be falsified should he fail to 
die for the race. Jesus could pray 
clearly enough for deliverance 
from subjection to the power of adversaries, 
and from the tortures of crucifixion, and 
from all that was not necessary to the com- 
pletion of the atonement. hat was the 
original divine plan of the atonement, the 
Bible does not say. Dr. MeCabe suggests 
that “ His induction into the office of the 
everlasting priesthood would doubtless have 
been marked by such sublime manifestations 
as would have forever elicited the admira- 
tion of allobedient and devout minds. From 
all this He was snatched away, being basely 
and ignominiously crucifieds by wicked men 
upon a Roman cross.” 


APOLLONIUS OF TYANA. 
AN ANCIENT PHILOSOPHER OF WHOM AS 
TONISHING STORIES ARE TOLD. 

Judge C. V. Waites in Record for November. 
This remarkable man was born at Tyana 
in Cappadocia, two years before the Chris- 


„tian Era, so that he was a contemporary of 


Christ. His biography was written by Phi- 
lostrat us, in Greek, in the year 210. It was 
composed at the request of the beau- 
tiful and gifted Julia Domna, wife 
of the Emperor Septimus Severus. 
This work has attracted much at- 
tention and has been trans lated into various 
languages. In the Library of Congress it 
may be seen in the original; also a transla- 
tion of it by the Rev. Edward Berwick, Vicar 
of Leixslip, Ireland, made in the year 1809. 

The following is 2 brief abstract of the con-

It was in India 
that he is 2 to have acquired those 
magical arts practice of which afterward 
made him so famous, and among his follow- 
ers gave him the reputation of a god. 
teturning to Ephesus, people flocked 
about him, his fame being enhanced by 
certain phophesies from the oracles at 
Colyphon, Didyme, and Pargamos. He 
predicted the plague, and told what was go- 
ing on at a distance. Having been sent for 
by an urgent message, he transported him- 
self Ir to Ephesus, and there put an 
end to the plague. 

He traveled through Greece, performing 
various miracles where he went. At Athens 
he east out an evil spirit from a youth, the 
demon overturning a statue in token of his 
departure. | ä 
pollonius traveled all over Greece, visited 
the temples and reformed their religious 
rites and ceremonies. He then went to Rome. 
There he performed various miracles, inelud- 
ing raising a person from the dead. He after- 
ward visited Spain and Africa, and thence re- 
turned to Haly andSicily. At Syracuse, he 

redicted that Rome was about to have three 

8 which was verified in Gaba, Vitel- 
Hus. and Otho. He again traveled through 
Greece and visited Egypt. 

At Alexandria he had an interview with 
Vespasian, who, on his way to Rome from 
Jutiea, where he had been,ecarrying on the 
Jewish war, went to Egypt on purpose to 
visit Apollonius, 9 

Having performed various miracles in 
Egypt, Apollonius repaired to Argos, in ret 
sponse to a message from ‘Titus, who had 
been declared Emperor. On his arrival 
Titus embraced him, and said he had a let- 
ter from his father Vespasian, wherein he 
said he considered that Apolionius was his 
benefactor, to whom they were under 
many obligations. Among the letters of 
Apollonius still extant is one from the Em- 
peror Titus, which reads as follows: 

In my own name. and in the name of my 
country, I give you thanks: and will be mind- 
ful of those things. (The philosopher had 
written him, counseling moderation in his 
Government.) Lhave indeed taken Jerusa- 
lem, but you have captured me.“ 

Apollonius again travels through Greece 
and Italy. Taking up his residence at the 
Grove of Smyrna, on the banks of the Meles, 
he taught philosophy, discoursing of fate 
and necessity. 

Ile foretold the reign of Nerva. Domitian 
summoned him to Rome, and placed him 
upon trial. Apollonius, while the trial was 
in progress, suddenly disappeared, and on 
the same day presented himself to two 
friends who were mourning his loss at 
Puteoli, three days’ journey from Rome. 
Ille returned to Greece, and traveled through 
all the cities, teaching the crowds who flocked 
to see him. 

While Domitian was being assasinated at 
Rome by Stephanus, Apollonius was walk- 
ing and discussing philosophy in a grove at 
Ephesus. Suddenly he paused, and in an 
excited manner cried out: “Courage, Ste- 
phanus, strike the tyrant, strike!“ and ‘ex- 
plained to-his astonished hearers that Domi- 
tian at that moment was being put to death. 
This circumstance is related not only by 
Philostratus, but by the historian Dion Cas- 
sius, who adds: As incredible as this fact 
seems to be it is no less true.“ 

The manner of the death of Appollonius 
is left in much uncertainty, Philostratus 
oven appearing to doubt whether he died at 
all. 


Fot several centuries after his death Ap 
pollenius was worshiped as a god in many 
—— of the world. Not only did Caracalla 

uild him a temple, but Alexander Severus 
held him in such esteem that he had his 
statue in his private closet. M. Bayle shows 
that he continued to be worshiped as late as 
the fourth century. 

His epistles, which are, still extant, are the 
best evidence of his greatness as a man, and 
his profundity as a philosopher. We look in 
vain for any traces of that vanity which we 
shotild expect to find in a magical pretender, 
such as we would naturally infer him to 
have been, from the biography furnished by 
Philostratus. The truth concerning this 
w ul man may never be recovered from 
the rubbish of the past. It Is certain mat he 
was a man of much learning. and great 
ability, and one who commanded to a re- 
markable degree the affections and admira- 
tion of his followers.

BLAINE’S INTENTIONS. 


It is Said He Will Make Another Effort 
for the Presidential Nomination—The 
Ticket to Be Biaine and Fester—Conk- 
ling, Not Piatt, Was the * Me Too.” 
New York, Nov. 3.—A special correspond- 

ent of the New York Sun, writing trom 

Washington, who sustains intimate relations 

with Senator David Davis, gives the follow- 

ing budget of gossip: 

By authority of Gov. Foster, the announce- 
ment is made that Blaine intends to be the 
next candidate of the Republican party 
for the Presidency. Gov. Foster has 
added, with the earnestness of conviction, 
that Blaine will be the candidate. If Mr. 
Foster has made this announcement as bold- 
ly in one place as in another, then John 
Sherman, Secretary Windom, John Logan, 
not to say President Arthur, have been no- 
tified of the intentions of the Secretary of 
State, for Mr. Foster, in his brief visit here, 
neglected nobody. Though oftenest seen. 
as is his custom, supporting the pillars of 
the Riggs House lobby, or blowing clouds 
of smoke into the faces of the retinue that 
always gather around him in the reading- 
room, yet Mr. Foster has not failed to visit 
every one in high place, as is also his custom. 
Whether he came here or not for the purpose 
of starting the Blaine boom he has succeeded 


“in doing it, and no longer dovs a lingering 


doubt exist respecting Mr. Blaine's purposes. 

Mr. Foster has not said, but his friends 
and Mr. Blaine's friends are saying it for 
him, that the ticket isto be Blaine and Foster, 
and that it will sweep the country. It is not 
probable that in his delightful talk with the 
President, as he characterized it, he made 
the announcement so bluntly and boldly as 
he did toafnend at the Riggs House: but 
he undoubtedly hinted something of the 
Kind.

For instance: When a friend 
asked him the other day if Blaine was going 
abroad, the Governor placed both hands on 
the friend’s shoulders, and began: 

“Abroad! Notfmuch! He stays in Amer- 
ica. Why, man, don’t you know that Blaine 
isthe strongest man in these United States 
since Gartield died? And he’s going to be 
the next President of these United States, 
and you just remember what I tell you. 
Why. man, just see how Blaine stands. He 
made atremendous personal sacrifice for the 
defeat of the third term, Then what a record 
he made as Secretary of.State while poor 
Garfield was sick. VWiy, he is by ali odds 
the strongest man in the Republican ranks, 
and he is going to be stronger three years 
from now. Do you realize that in two and a 
half years the next convention will meet?“ 

That is the way Gov. Foster has been talk- 
ing while he has been here. The Governor 
is a very enthusiastic man. He is known to 
be very close to Blaine; and while he is not 
regarded as the most discreet man in his ut- 
terances that ever was, yet itis thought 
hardly probable that he would make such 
strong assertions unless he had some reason 
therefor. 

But what does John Sherman think about 
it? Mr. Sherman, during the recent canvass 
in Ohio, was disposed to be conversational. 
By the warmth of a cozy fire in the chambers 
of the country taverns where he stopped 
while on his stumping tour, he used to enter- 
tain friends an hour or so before bedtime. 
While they smoked and listened he chatted. 
On one of these evenings the conversation 
turned on Blaine, and there came out a little 
bit of history. The story that was told in 


| that chamber was as follows: 


When Gen. Garfield sent in the names of 
some ten or twelve appointments in New 
York State to the Senate during the special 
session last spring there was great conster- 
nation among the Half-Breeds. It looked to 
them as though the President had forgotten 
that they made his nomination possible. The 
choice offices in New York were distributed 
to the Stalwart frinds of Mr. Conkling. The 
senior Senator had in fact seen the list, and 
had informed the President that the nomina- 
tions were satisfactory to him, and would be 
to Mr. Platt. The unding Daggett was 
kept on the road between poe and New 
York, and all his fertility of imagination 
was not sufficint to concoct satisfactory as- 
surances thatall wouid be right yet. At 
last Mr. Blaine was appealed to. He was 
told that it looked as though the President 
was going to snub Blaine’s friends, and that 
something must be done at once. . The Pres- 
ident had assured Mr. Conkling that 
all nominations for New York would be 
shown to him before they were sent in, and 
the HMalf-Breeds had heard of this. The 
man whom they had elected to the Senate, 
Mr. Platt, was not keeping his pledges.

At last Blaine delivered his ultimatum. 
He said that the treatment of his friends in 
New York placed him in a most seriously 
embarrassing position. He could not suffer 
himself to be placed in anv such light. If 
the President could not find it consistent 
with his ideas and plans to nominate Judge 
Robertson on the next day, Mr. Blaine would 
be obliged to retire from the Cabinet. This 
was at midnight, and a few minutes later 
Mr. Blaine went home with the President's 
promise. Next day Judge Robertson was 
nominated. 

The impression which John Sherman gave 
his listeners that evening was that he could 
not see how Blaine now could care to become 
a Presidential candidate. Mr. Sherman has 
littie doubt that it was Blaine who induced 
the Ohio delegation, under the lead of Gar- 
field and Foster at Chicago, te desert him. Mr. 
Sherman thought that Blaine should have 
remembered the suspicion which might arise 
in case a delegate to the convention, sent 
there by his State to urge the claims of an- 
other candidate, should himself receive a 
nomination. Mr. Sherman called to mind 
the case of Gov. Allen, in 1848. ‘Then, when 
the friends of Cass and Van Buren were 
fighting so bitterly that it seemed as it 
neither could be nominated—or, if nominated, 
elected—Jeading men went to William Allen 
and asked him to accept the nomination. 
He refused to listen for an instant, claiming 
that be was friendly to Cass, was committed 
to Cass, and it would be treachery to do any- 
thing to prevent the nomination of Mr. Cass. 
Mr. Sherman believes that Mr. Blaine’s sense 
of political honor is less acute than ex-Gov. 
Allen’s was.

HUGE PENSION. LIS r. 


Annual Report of Commissioner Dud- 
ley—Recommendations to Congress. 
WasutnaTon, D. C., Nov. 3.—The annual re- 

port of the Pension Bureau has been submitted 

by Commissioner Dudley to the Secretary of the 
interior, recapitulating the operations of the 
last fiscal year. It shows that on the 30th of 

June, 1881, there were 268,530 pensioners, clas- 

sified as follows: Army invalids, 153,025; army 

widows, minor children, and dependent rela- 
tives, 76,683; navy invalids, 2,187; aavy widows, 

etc., 2,008; survivors of the war of 1812, 8,898; 

widows of the war of 1812, 26,029. 

‘Twenty-eight thousand seven bundred and 
forty pensioners were added to the roll during 
the yea, and the names of 10.712 were dropped, 
leaving a net increase of 18,028 At the close of 
the year the annual pensions averaged $107, and 
the xggregate annual value ot all pensions was 
$25,369,067. The annual disbursements of the 
office, however, largely exceed this sum. For 
instance, the total amount paid for pensions 
during the year (exciusive of certain arrears in 
claims allowed prior to Jan. 25, 1879) was $49,- 
723.147. The difference being accounted for by 
arrears of pensions or * accrued pensions,” cov- 
ering periods dating back to the discharge in 
each case of a soldier still living, and to the soi- 
diers’ deaths in the claims of widows or minor 
children. The amount paid out during the year 
as Urst payments” to new pensioners was 
$23,625,177. 

He is of opinion that the clerical force of the 
Pension Bureau can be “ arranged upon a much 
more business-like basis if Congress will vote 
its appropriation in a lump sum instead of 
limiting the number of clerks of each class to 
be employed, and he makes a recommendation 
accordingly. He also recommends an increase 
in the salary of pension agents, advises sundry 
amendments to the laws governing pension pay- 
ments to minor children of widows who have 
remarried, to the inmates of soidiers’ homes. 
and to Indians; and renews Commissioner 
Bentiey’s recommendation for a repeal of the 
law which provides that uo inerease of pension 
shall begin at an earlier date than the date of 
the medical examination.

Nxw York, Nov. 3.—On Monday (accord- 
ing to the Herald’s cable dispatches) the 
Irish Land Court, established by Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Land bill, made its first decision, and 
the result is described as a sweeping reduc- 
tion of the rental and a defeat of the land- 
lords. The case occurred in the County 
Monaghan. It is one of the Ulster counties 
whose tenants have been protected for about 
200 years by 

THE “ULSTER CUSTOM.” 
In Ulster, therefore, as a general rule, the 
tenantry are comparatively prosperous. 

The Ulster custom originally included the 
three F’s”’—fair rents, fixity of tenure, and 
free sale. The other three provinces do not 
enjoy, and never have enjoyed, the three 
F's.” Fixity of tenure meant that no tenant 
could be evicted by his landlord as long as 
he paid his rent. Free sale meant that the 
tenant could be regarded as the owner of all 
the improvements that he had made on his 
holding at his own expense. He had 
a right to sell these improvements or 
the good-will of the farm it. he was evicted 
for non-payment of rent, orif, for any cause, 
he desired to leave it. 

Sometimes he had the right to sell to any 
tenant, without consulting his landlord: but 
recently (and especially since 1847, the great 
famine year) the landlord has generally as- 
serted his right to be consulted. This has 
been made a most effective method of quietly 
abolishing the old Ulster Custom,” because 
the landlord now generally compels the new 
tenant to pay so greatly increased a rent that 
the outgoing tenant cannot get a fair re- 
muneration for his improvements. 

In every other province of Ireland the out- 
going tenant lost all his improvements; that 
is to say, 

THE LANDLORD CONFISCATED THEM: 
for it is essential to a just verdict on Irish 
agrarian politics to remember that in Ireland 
it is the tenant who makes all the improve- 
ments, and aljways at his own expense. 

Even in Uster, as this case shows, the 
landlords, in violation of what the English 
press call “ free contracts,” have compelied 
their tenants to sign leases by which they 
agreed to waive all the rights conferred on 
219 the Ulster Custom“ and the law 
0 0. 

In the case of McAtavey, just decided, the 
rent was reduced from 138 to 46 Is. The 
Grimth valuation was 46. 

And this is called a “sweeping reduction 
of rent”! There are very few landlords in 
Ireland, since the Land League became 
powerful, who would not have been wilhin: 
to have made that reduction voluntarily 1 
the tenant had agreed (as he has to agree in 
going to the Land Court), to seek no further 
reduction for fifteen years. McAtavey’s 
costs were £25, which eats up the benefit of 
the reduction for the next five years. This 
does not include the costs of the appeal 
which is yet to come. 

ADDITIONAL DECISIONS. 


[Since Mr. Redpath wrote his letter a cable- 
grum relates the following aaditional decisions 
of the Land Court, which show that the rents 
will be cut down one-fourth to one-third in the 
north of lreiand. 

* BELFAST, Nov. (— The decisions of the Land 
Commission here today are of great importance. 
Regarding the Crawford estate, the reduction 
amounts to about 25 per cent on an average over 
all the property. The proviso that the land- 
lord is to pay halt the county cess will represent 
an additional saving to the tenant of about 5 per 
cent, or 0 per cent in all. Tenants have got the 
bevefit, not only of a direct reduction, but of an 
increased value of the tenaut-right arising from 
the reduction. Without going into the details of 
individual tenants, I append a tabie showing the 
past and the present position of the particular 
estate in which the judicial rent has been fixed. 
The acreage of the Crawford estate is 431 acres, 
three roods, thirty perches:

The tenants on the estate vf 
William Ancketell, Deputy Lieutenant, met un- 
der the auspices of Mr. Givan, member of Par- 
liament, who advised them to go before the 
Land Court, or to arrange to purchase the estate 
on the basis of the existing rent. It was of im- 
menus advantage that they should become ab- 
solute owners of the land. For such as could 
not raise the necessary one-fourth purchase

landlord, Mr. Ancketell, who was present, was 
received with loud cheers. On rising to address 
the meeting be said that nothing would give 
him greater pleasure than to see the estates of 
his ancesters going back into the possession of 
pie who had been tenants upon them so long. 

He was quite prepared to accede to the purchase 
of the estate by the tenauts, and would go with 
them to the Land Commission to avail himseif 
of the arrears clause of the Landact.

THE CABLE ROAD. 

The work on the State street cable road is 
being pushed forward rapidly, and if the 
present weather continues and there is no 
hard freeze-up, the road will be completed 
this fall through to Thirty-ninth street. ‘The 
excavations for machinery at Madison, Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-first, and Twenty-second 
streets are being closed in with iron super- 
structures, and will probably be invisible 
from the sidewalk by the last of next week. 
The first gang of city pavers has reached 
Eighteenth street, the second gang has 
paved the roadway west of the tracks be- 
tween Twenty-third and Twenty-fifth streets, 
and the third gang has finished its work be- 
tween Thirty-first and Thirty-fifth streets. 
The middle track on State street. between 
Madison and Lake, is nearing completion. 
The concrete is in between Madison 
and Washington streets, and the mixer is 
rapidly crushing material for the track to 
Lake street. By next Saturday this length 
of road will probably be completed. From 
the Madison street excavation south to Nine- 
teenth street the road has been finished. 
The shafts in the engine-house are being put 
in place, and the machinery for tne excava- 
tion in front of the house is being put in. 
South of Twenty-second street the work 
goes rapidly on. The west track has been 
completed to Twenty-seventh street, the con- 
crete has been put in to Thirtieth street, and 
the iron-work isin place as far as Thirty- 
first street. The east track has been com- 
pleted to Twenty-fourth street. South of 
rhirty-tirst street the iron yokes and T rails 
—— lying along the street ready to be put in 
place. 

Indiana avenue, between Twenty-ninth 
and Thirty-first streets, is in a very bad con- 
dition. The street from curb to curb is one 
vast sea of mud, and the tracks and switches 
are out of sight. The water has warped the 
switches to such an extent that they are very 
imperfect, aud almost every evening cars are 
thrown off the track into the soft mud, 
causing a confusing blockade and a devlora- 
ble amount of — 4 on the part of the 
street-car passengers who are on their way 
home to supper.

THE BELT ROADS. 
The terms of all the contracts have been 
settled for the construction of the East Chi- 
cago Belt Railroad, and they will be signed 


‘tomorrow. The contractors are obliged to 


proceed with the work continuously from 
Dec. 1, without regard to the ordinary inter- 
ruptions of winter weather. The first fifteen 
miles to be built will run from East Chicago 
to the Rock Island crossing. This will inter- 
sect all the great roads running to the East 
and South, and will, as a reference to the 
map will show, cross the tracks of 
eleven roads. At Lake View piers will 


be built that will give facilities for loading 
and unloading lake vessels in fair weather. 
A road will be pushed up along a route not 
yet determined to South Chicago. 

East Chicago has been brought into the 
courts at Indianapolis. Charles Edward 
Tremearne and others, of England, have sued 
Jacob Forsythe to compel specific perform- 
ance of a contract to convey 8,000 acres of 
land, lyingin Lake County, about thirteen 
miles from Chicago, to the plaintiff, Tre- 
mearne. The land has since been sold by the 
New Jersey, for 
$1,000,000, the transfer of title awaiting the 
result of thissuit. The defense is that there 
never was any legal contract of sale, and 
that the — are irresponsible parties 
and wholly unable to pay for the land. ; 

The Western Indiana has received permis- 
sion from the Trustees of Lake to lay tracks 
east of Wallace street from the south side of 
Forty-seventh street to the north side of 
Fifty-fifth, with the privilege of using length- 
wise any of the intervening streets and al- 
leys running north and south where the rail- 
road owns abutting lands on each side of 
such street. Provided, however, that the 
tracks shall not cross Forty-seventh street, 
and that a strip of thirty-three feet between 
Forty-ninth and Fifty-first shall be retained 
for a street in case the town shall so provide; 
also, the same privilege from Eighty-seventh 
street to Auburn, and from Wallace street to 
Vincennes avenue. All of the latter are to 
be considered vacated, providing the railroad 
company puts Eighty-seventh street in good 
condition for travel from Holland’ road to 
Wallace street and from thence to Vincennes 
avenue. 

An ordinance was sed allowing the 
Chicago & Western Indiana Railway to 
build telegraph lines and lay tracks and track 
connections from the crossing of the Chicago 
& Grand Trunk Railway west to the dividing 
lines between the west and east half of the 
N. W. A of Sec. N. Town 38, Range 13, and 
north to the north line of the Town of Lake. 

THE CALUMET DITCH. 

Considerable interest is felt over the dis- 
position which the Hyde Park Board of 
Trustees may make at their next meeting of 
the assessment for cutting a ditch from 
Brown’s Mills Slip across to Pullman. 

During last year the village levied an as- 
sessment upon an extended area of adjacent 
property for the purpose of cutting an al- 
leged * ditch’’ from Brown’s Slip westward- 
ly to the eastern shore of Lake Calumet. This 
“ditch ” is proposed to be twenty-five feet 
wide on the bottom, nine feet deep, and 
would, when dug, be between fifty and sixty 
feet wide across the top. This would afford 


a short cutto Lake Michigan for the Pull- 
man Land Association. Ostensibly this 
project is to better the drainage of sec- 
tion. The owners of some portions of the 
assessed have objected to the assessinent, 
but the village has thus far held its own in 
the courts. At a recent meeting of the 
Board of Trustees a resolution was adopted 
intructing the Village Attorney to take 
steps to stop the further collection of the 
special assessment, of which about one-half 
($4,000) has already been paid. It is claimed 
by parties interested in the Brown’s 

ills slip that the construction of 
such a channel would prove ruinous to 
the slip, which is much deeper. and would 
conseguently soon be filled in with deposit 
rawn from the ditch. They urge that if 
uilt of the pro dimensions water craft 
could be flo uponit. It is claimed also 
that the village, to secure proper drainage 
facilities, should not enter upon this private

STREETS. 

Canal street, in the neighborhood of the 
proposed Polk street viaduct, is impassable 
on account of the dirt filling that has been 
put in. The filling will not be 
ready till next spring to be paved. 
To render the roadway in proper condition 
for use by the public, it is desirable, as a tem- 
porary expedient, to add a plank roadway 
twelve feet in width, the estimated cost of 
which is $700; but there is no fund under the 
control of the Department of Public Works 
from which to meet such an outlay, unless a 
special appropriation is made. 

Sixty-tirst is rejoicing in the prospect that 
large repair-shops will be erected at the 
West Indiana crossing by the Indianapolis 
Air Line, which will come into Chicago over 
the Western Indiana. A largeiron foundry 
will be built in the vicinity. 

The Commissioner of Public Works has 
been instructed by the Common Conncil to 
prepare an ordinance for the curbing, filling, 
and paving of North Halsted street from 
Chicago avenue to the bridge, and West Chi- 
cago avenue from the bridge to Halsted 
street, and report the same to the Council at 
its next meeting.

New York is excited over negotiations for 
the purchase of the Jumel estate in 
the upper part of Manhattan Island 
by persons who propose to start a 
great world’s fair on that Site.

How They Cut and Store Leaves, 
and What For. 


Grass-Seed Gatherers, Plant-Sowers, 
and Honey-Gatherers 


Wholesale Foraging by the Military Ants 
of the Amazoa. 


Performances Evincing Astonishing Powers of 
Observation and Reason. 


George J. Romanes in Nineteenth Century. 
The mode of working practiced by the leaf- 
cutting ants of the Amazon is thus described 
by Bates: 

They mountatreeinmultitudes. . . . Each 
one places itself on the surface of a leaf. and 
cuts witb its ly 


workers; but generally 

the piece it has operated on, and, as all take the 
same road to the colony, the path they follow 
becomes in a short time smooth and bare, look - 
ing like the impression of a cart-wbheel through 
the herbage. 

Other observers have since said that this 
herbage is regularly felled by the ants in 
order to make a road. Each ant carries its 
semicircular piece of leaf 

UPRIGHT OVER ITS HEAD, 

sothat the home-returning train is rendered 
very conspicuous. Keener observation shows 
that this home-returning, or load-carrying, 
train of workers keeps to one side of the 
road, while the out-going, or émpty-handed, 
train keeps to the otheer side; so that on 
every road there is a double train of ants go- 
ing in opposit directions. When the leaves 
arrive at the nest they are received by a 
smaller kind of worker, whose duty it is to 
cut up the pieces into still smaller fragments, 
whereby the leaves seem to be better fitted 
for the purpose to which, as we shall pres- 
ently see, they are put. These smaller work- 
ers never take any part in the out-door 
labor: but they occasionally leave the nest, 
apparently for the sole purpose of obtaining 
air and exercise, for when they leave the 
nest they merely run about doing nothing, 
and frequently, as in mere sport, mount some 
of the semi-circular pieces of leaf whith the 
carrier-ants are taking to the nest, and so get 
a ride home. 

Frony his continued observation of these 
ants Bates concludes that the object of all 
this labor is a highly remarkable one. The 
leaves when gathered do not themselves a 
pear to be of any service to the ants as food; 
but, when cut into small fragments and 
stored away in the nests, they become suited 
as a nidus for the growth of a minute kind 
of fungus on which the ants feed. We may 
therefore call these insects gardening ants,” 
inasmuch as all their labor is given to the 
rearing of nutritious vegetables on artificial- 
ly-prepared soil. 

Ants of this genus are very clever at mak- 
ing tunnels. The Rev. H. Clark says that in 
one case they have made a tunnel of enor- 
mous length under the River Parahylia, 
where this is as broad as the Thames at 
London—their object being to reach a store- 
house which is on the opposit bank. This 
statement is not to be considered so incredi- 
ble as it at first sight unquestionably appears, 
tor Bates has seen the subterranean passages 
of these ants extending to a distunce of sev- 
enty yards. | 

HARVESTING ANTS. 

The harvesting ants belong almost ex- 
clusively to a single genus, which, however, 
comprises a number of species distributed in 
localized areas all over the four quarters of 
the globe. Their distinctive habits consist 
in gathering nutritious seeds of grasses dur- 
ing summer, and storing them in granaries 
fur winter consumption. 

Moggridge found that from the nest in 
various directions there proceeded outgoing 
trains, which may be thirty or more yards in 
length, and each consisting of a double 
row of ants moving in opposit di- 
rections. Like the af-cutting ants, 
those 7 the outgoing train 
are empty-handed, while those composing 
the incoming train are laden. But here the 
burdens are grass-seeds. At their termina- 
tions in the foraging-ground or ant-fields, 
the insects compos these celumns disperse 
by hundreds among the seed-yieldmg grasses. 
They then ascend the stems of the ay morn 
and, seizing the seed or capsule in their jaws, 
fix their hind-legs firmly as a pivot, round 
which they turn and turn till the stalk is 
twisted eff. The ant then descends the 
stem, patiently A and turn upward 
again as often as the clumsy and dispropor- 
tionate burden becomes wedged between the 
thickly-set stalks, and joins the line ot its 
companions to the nest. Two ants 
sometimes combine their efforts, when one 
stations itself near the base of the uncle, 
and gnaws it at the point of greatest tension, 
while the other hauls upon it and twists it. 
3 have occasionally seen ants, en- 
gaged in cutting the capsules of certain 
viants, drop them, and allow their compan- 
ions below to carry them away; and this cor- 
responds with the curious account given by 
Alian of the manner in which the spikelets 
ot corn are sevéred and thrown down “ to the 
people below.“ 

Dr. Ellendorf made the experiment of in- 
terrupting the advance of a column of these 
ants, with ; 

THE INTERESTING RESULT 
which he thus describes in a letter to Bich- 
ner: 

Thick dry grass on either side of their narrow 
road, so that they could not pass through it with 
the load on their heads. I placeda dry branch, 
nearly a foot in diameter, obliquely across their 
path, and pressed it down so tightly on the 

that they could not pass under- 

The first comers crawled de- 
neath the branch as tar as they could, 
and then tried to climb over. but failed 
owing to the weight ou their heads. Meanwhiie 
the unloaded ants from the other side came on, 
aud when these succeeded in climbing over the 
bough there was sucha crush that the unladen 
ants bad to clamber over the laden, and the 
result was a terrible muddie. I now waiked 
along the train, and found that all the ants with 
their bannerets on their heads were standing 
still, thickiy pressed together, awaiting the 
word of command from the front. When 1 
turned back to the obstacle, I was astonished to 
see that the loads had been laid aside by more 
than a foot’s length of the column, one imitat- 
ing the other. And now work began on both 
sides of the branch, and in about half an bour a 
tunnel was made beneaih it. Each ant then 
took up its burden again, and the march was re- 
sumed in the most perfect order. 

The operations nere described show clearly 
that these ants act upon the principie of the 
division of labor. 

When the grain is taken into their nest by 
the harvesters, it is stored in regular grana- 
ries, but not until it has been denuded of its 
“husks” or “chaff.” ‘The — — 
which corresponds to thrashing, is carri 
on below ground, and the ch is brought 
up to the surface, where it is laid in heaps to 
be blown. away by the wind. It is not yet 
understood why the seed, when thus stored 
in subterranean chambers just far enough 
below the surface to favor germination, 

DOES NOT GERMINATE. 
Probably the ants in the granaries do some- 
thing to the seeds for the express purpose of 
reventing germination; and, if so, it would 
interesting to botanists to ascertain what 
this process can be. 

But, be this as it may, there is no doubt 
that the ants are fully aware of the impor- 
tance in this connection of keeping their 
garnered as dry as possible; for when 
the latter prove over-moist after collection, 
or have been subsequently wetted by soak- 
ing rains, the insects bring them up to the 
surface and spread them out to dry, to be 
again brought into the nest after a sufficient 
ex posure. 

astly, — 1 observed that the 
process, whatever it is, whereby the ants 
prevent germination, is not invariably suc- 
cessful, but that a small percentage of stored 
seeds sometimes do begin to germinate.

HONEY-MAKING ANTS. 


These ants are found in Texas and New 
Mexico. The community consists of three 
distinct kinds of ants, which appear to be- 
long to two net genera.. are: 

1 Yellow workers; nursers and feeders of 


IL Yellow honey-makers; sole function to 
secrete a kindof honey in their large globose 
abdomens. on which other ants are sup- 
posed to feed. They never quit the nest, and 
are fed and tended by 1. 

III. Black workers; guards ond perverse 
which surround the nest as sentinel 
also forage for the food required for I. They 
are much larger and stronger than either 
or II, and are provided with very formidable 
mandibles. 

The nest is in the form of an absolutely 
— square, of which each measures 

rom four to five feet, and the surface of 
whichis kept quite unbroken save at two 
points, at each of which there is a very mi- 
nute hole or entrance. One of these minute 
holes occurs near the west side of the square, 
and the other near the southeast corner; for 
it must be remarked that the square is al ways 
built with precise reference to the points of 
the compass, insuch a way that one side 
faces due north, and co uently the others 
due south, east, and west. ‘These boundaries 
are rendered very conspicuous by the guard 
ot black workers or soldiers ( ), which 
continuously pores round three of the sides 
in a close double line of defense, moving in 
opposit directions. This sentry-path occu- 
pies the north, east, and west boundaries, 
the south side of the square being left open. 
he southern side of the square encamp- 
ment, or rather fortress, is left open as just 
described in order to admit of 
A FREE ENTRY OF SUPPLIES. 


While some of the black workers are on duty 
as guard, another and larger division are 
on duty as purveyors. These enter and leave 
the quadrangle by the southwest corner in a 
double line (one laden and the other not), 
which follows exactly the diagonal of 
square to its central point, where all the 
booty, consisting of flowers and aromatic 
leaves, is deposited in a heap. Passing from 
this central heap to the entrance at the 
southeast corner of the quadrangle, and 
therefore occupying the other semi-diagonal 
of the square, there is another double line 
of workers constantiy en in carry- 
the booty from the central deposit 
into storehouses below-ground. 
These workers are exclusively com- 
sed of Class II, whose whole life 
s therefore spent in running backward and 
forward upon this semi-diagonal of the 
square, carrying in food and feeding Class I. 
No black ant is ever seen on the eastern 
diagonal, and no yellow ant is ever seen on 
the western; but each keeps to his own sep- 
arate station, and here works with a stead- 
fastness and apparent adherence to discip- 
line which are not less remarkable than those 
exhibited by the sentries. The western hole 
before-mentioned seems to be intended only 
as a ventilating shaft; it is never used as a 
gateway. 

Section of the nest yor tage p 
and galleries, a small chamber, across which 
is spread, like a spider’s web, a network of 
squares spun by the insects. In each of 
these squares, supported by the web, sits one 
of the honey-secret ants (II). Here the 
honey-makers live in perpetual confine- 
ment, and receive a constant supply of 
flowers, pollen, ete., which is continually 
being brought hem by I, and which, by a 
process of digestion and secretion, they con- 
vert into honey. It is particularly note- 
worthy that in this truly wonderful exhibi- 
tion of social coéperation the black and yel- 
low workers appear to belong to two distinct 
genera; for hitherto this is the only gase 
known of two distinct species of animals co- 
operating for a common end. 

ECITONS. 

We have lastly to consider the most aston- 
ishing insects, if not the most antonishing 
animals, in the world. These are the so- 
called foraging,’ or, as they might more 
avpropriately be called, the military ants of 
the Amazon. 

Keiton legionis moves in enormous armies, 
and everything that these insects do is done 
with the most perfect instinct of military or- 
ganization. The army marches in the form 
of a rather broad and regular column, hun- 
dreds of yards in length. The object 
of the march ie 0 capture and plun- 
der other insects, etc., for food, and, as 
the well-organized host advances, its devas- 
tating legions set all other terrestrial life at 
detiance. From the main column there are 
sent out smaller lateral columns, the com- 
posing individuals of which play the part of 
scouts, branching off in various directions, 
and searching about with the utmost activity 
for insects, grubs, etc., pver every log and un- 
der fallen leaf. If prey is found in sufficient- 
ly small quantities for them to manage alone, 
it is immediately seized and carried to the 
main column; but, if the amount is too large 
for the scouts themselves to deal with, mes- 
seugers are sent to main column, 
whence there is immediately dispatched a 
detachment large enough to cope with the 
requirements. Insects or other prey which, 
when killed, are too large for single ants to 
carry, are torn in pieces, and the pieces con- 
veved back to the main army by different 
individuals. Manyinsects in trying to escape 
run up bushes and shrubs, where they are 
pursued from branch to branch and twig to 
twig by their remorseless enemies, till, on 
arriving at some terminal ramification, they 
must either 

SUBMIT TO IMMEDIATE CAPTURE 


by their pursuers or drop eon amid the 
murderous hosts beneath. As already stated, 
all the spoils which are taken by the scouts, 
or by the detachments sent out in answer to 
their demands for assistance, are immediate- 
ly taken back to the main army or column. 

hen they arrive there, they are conveyed to 
the rear of that column by two smaller 
columns of carriers, which are constantly 
running in two. double rows (one of each 
being laden and the other not) on either side 
ot the main column. On either side of the 
main column there are also constantly run- 
ning up and down a few individuals of 
smaller size, lighter color, and having larger 
heads than the otherants. These appear to 
as the duty of officers, for they never 
eave their stations, and, while actively run- 
ning up and down the outsides of the 
column, they seem intent only on maintain- 
ing order in the march—stopping every now 
and then to touch some member of the rank 
and file with their antenne, as if giving di- 
rections. 

The Ecitons have no fixed nest themselves, 
but live, as it were, on a perpetual campaign. 
At night, however, they call « halt and pitch 
acamp. For this purpose they usually se- 
lect a piece of broken ground, in the inter- 
stices of which they temporarily store their 
plunder. In the morning the army is again 
on the march, and before an hour or two has 
passed not a single ant is to be seen where 
thousands and millions had previously cov- 
ered the ground. 

Two species of Eciton are 

TOTALLY BLIND, 
and the habits of these differ from those 
above described in that they march exclu- 
sively under covered roads or tunnels. The 
van of the column is constantly engaged in 
rapidly constructing the tunnels rough 
which the army or regiment advances as 
quickly as they are made. Under the pro- 
tection of these covered ways the ants travel 
at a surprismg rate, and, when they reach a 
rotten log or other N — hunting- 
ground, they pour into all the crevices, etc., 
in search of prey. Bates says: 

The blind Ecitons, working in Jaen, build 
up simultaneovsly the sides ot their convex 
arcades, and contrive, in a wonderful mauner, 
to approximate them and fit in the key-stones 
without letting the loose, uncemented structure 
fall to pieces. There wasa very clear dis ision

“I am convinced,” 
says McCook, that the reason for this on 
slaught was the desire to be rid of thé ob 
noxious shade.“ 

The observation made by Col. Sykes on cen 
tain ants in India has gained a wide notone 
ty from its having been published Dy Spence 
in his popular work on instinct. He says 
thatin order to guard his provisions from 


the ants he put them on a table, the four legs 


of which he placed in as many basins 

with water. Some ants still succeedéd in 
scrambling across the water, and so the legs 
of the table were likewise painted with tur- 
pentine. The ants then ran upa wall near 
which the table stood, and when about a foot 
above its level, they sprang from the wail te 
the table. : 

Somewhat analogous to this is the observa 
tion of Prof. Leuckhart, who placed round 
the trunk of a tree which had been visited 
by ants as a pasture for 2 broad 
cloth soaked in tobacco-water. hen the 
ants, returnine home down the trunk of the 
tree, arrived at the soaked cloth they turned 
round, went up the tree again to some of the 
overhanging branches, and allowed them 
selves to drop clear of the obnoxious 
On the other hand, the ants which desired te 
mount the tree first examined the nature of 
the obstruction, then turned back and pro- 
curd some pellets of earth, which they car 
ried in their jaws and deposited, one after 
another, upon the cloth till a harmless road 
of earth was made across it. 

This observation of Prof. Leuckhart is la 
turn a corroboration of an almost identical 
one made more than a century ago by Cardi 
nal Fleury, and communicated by him te 
Réaumur, who published it in his Natura 
History of Inseets” (1734). The Cardinal 
smeared the trunk of a tree with bird-lime, 
in order to prevent the ants from ascen 
it; but the insects overcame the oustacle by 
waking a road of earth, small stones, etc., a 
in the ease just mentioned. On another oe 


easion the Cardinal saw a number of ants 
make a bridge across a vessel of water sur 
rounding the bottom ot an orange-tree tub 
They did so by conveying a number of little 
pieces of wood—the choice of that material, 
instead of earth or stones, as in the previews 
case, apparently betokening 
NO SMALL KNOWLEDGE OF PRACTICAL B® 
GINEERING.

The first ants that arrived 
stuck fast; but the next, seeing the predica 
ment of their companions, turned back and 
fetched a number of aphides from the tree, 
which they stuck down on the tar one after 
another till —7 had made a bridge ovet.

1 once saw a wide column trying to pass along 
a crumbling, nearly pe icuiar, — They 
would have got very slowly over it, many of 
them would have fallen:; but a number having 
secured their hold. and reaching to each other, 
remained stationary, and over them the main 
column . Another time they were cross- 
ing a water-course along a small branch, not 
thicker than a goose-quill. They widened this 
natural bridge to three times its width by a 
number of ants clinging to it and to each other 
on each side, over which the column passed 
three or four deep; whereas, excepting for this 
expedient, they would bave had to over in 
single tile, and trebie the time would have beea 
consumed,
